ATLANTIC CITY. May 3.—Atlantic 
City is the center of a controversy on 
the subject of anti-carnival and side- 
show ordinances, passed by the city com- 
mission curing the winter. On one side 
are the hotel interests and amusement 
men, and on the other the political ele- 
ment. The hotel and amusement men 
want the administration to adopt a more 
liberal policy for the benefit of the city as

Sound Policy Proves Bad; 
Exhibitors Grow Panicky 


CHICAGO, May 3. — Exhibitors who 
have thousands of dollars tied up in 
Chicago neicthborhood theaters are. be- 
coming panicky over the drastic drop 
in attendance of houses whose chief or 
only entertainment is talking pictures. 
They see in the decline something more 
than unfavorable economic conditions, 
and, comparing notes with the houses 
offering a fair share of stage entertain- 
ment, they are beginning to admit, altho 
reluctantly, that the public is “washed 
up” on all-canned entertainment and is 
hungry for “in the flesh” shows. 

Both large and small neighborhood 
theaters are hard hit. The little ones 
that for a while did a land-Office busi- 
ness after they changed over from si- 
lents to talkies find their audiences 
dwindling even tho they are offering 
talkies like Rio Rita for 25 cents and 
some of the lesser sound films at 15 
cents. A score of smaller houses have 
closed. Of the big houses, few are mak- 
ing any money, and those that are doing 
well can't overcome the losses in the 
others. The Uptown, for instance, 5,000- 
seat B. & K. house, has its profits eaten 


up by the losses of the Riviera and other 
North Side houses, while on the South 
Side the situation is much the same 
with the Tivoli, Tower, Regal and others. 
The Marbro, former Marks Bros.’ house, 
is said to be just about breaking even. 
The list could be extended indefinitely. 
The condition is not so noticeable in 
the Loop, yet even there the tendency 
is to demand mere and better “in the 
fiesh” entertainment. The action of the 
Oriental in establishing a pre-view or 
try-out night for acts is construed by 
many to mean that the house will even- 
tually adopt a vaudeville-picture policy, 
doing away with presentations. Ta!k on 
the street is to the effect that the vaude- 
film policy will go into effect in the fall, 
and that 10 acts will be used. It is 
known that B. & K. are lining up many 
acts, as well as extending the policy of 
using lobby acts. Two de luxe South 
Side houses, the Stratford and the Ava- 
lon, are dropping their presentations and 
become straight sound houses the mid- 
dle of this month. The general ten- 
dency, however, is the other way.

CHICAGO, May 5.—With apparent 
secrecy that has piqued curiosity to no 
little extent, R. A. Millman is proceed- 
ing with the making of a series of 12 
talking pictures depicting the dally grind 
of the Criminal Court in Chicago over 
which Judge Maurice Kavanaugh pre- 
sides. 

Judge Kavanaugh is the author of 
You Be the Judge, a book in which de-

NEW YORK, May 5.—Question of 
shortage in footage of feature produc- 
tion will be one of the chief topics of 
discussion at the meeting of the various 
exhibitor groups thruout the country 
during their annual conventions 
scheduled for the next few weeks. 

The North and South Carolina groups 
of the Motion Picture Theater Owners 
of America are already preparing to 
stage a heavy fight on the short footage 
proposition. The Oklahoma exhibitors 
have also announced their intention of 
trying to find some method to correct 
the evil. 

Units of Eastern Pennsylvania. and 
Southern New Jersey and the Northwest 
Theater Owners entered their protests 
against the present system of short 
footage, 

This short-footage proposition has en- 
tailed a heavy expense on the small 
theater owner, who has been forced to add 
additional short-subject productions to 
his feature product in order to carry out 
the allotted length of time set for the 
running of a show. No doubt the pro- 
tests will be met by the producers, as 
the subject has been discussed at the 
2-2-2 meeting, held here several weeks 
ago, when arbitration and the new 
standard contract were also discussed.

NEW YORK, May 3.—Arthur Hcpkins interviewed this week by a representative 
of The Billboard expressed the opinion that next season will be one of the biggest 


in the history of the theater. 


office prices will come down,” said the 
producer, “and that the New York Thea- 
ter League will help to bring them 
down.” He declared that once the pub- 
lic knows it can buy theatrical enter- 
tainment at a definite price it will re- 
turn to the legitimate theater. “I be- 
lieve the managers would rather have a 
#3 top and play to bigger business,” 
said Hopkins. 

According to the producer it is re- 
vealed that in the past few years box- 
office prices have mounted, but gross 
box-office receipts have not. The days 
of the $2.50 top price for legitimate at- 
tractions meant just as much money to 
the producer in the long run as the 
present price system brings. Hopkins 
believes that the $5 and $6 top for musi- 
cal shows will disappear completely, and 
that by next season many managers will 
have reduced thelr box-Office prices 
materially. 

Hopkins contemplates no expansion of 
his production plans for next season, 
but will offer his usual number of at- 
tractions, which is four plays a year. 
It is probable that his first production 
of the season will be Roadside, a play by 
Lynn Riggs, whose Green Grow the 
Lilacs will be sponsored in the fall by 
the Theater Guild. In Roadside will be 
Walter Huston. Other Hopkins’ pro- 
ductions may list Black April, Daniel 
Reed's dramatization of the Julia Peter- 
kin novel, and Torch Song, a new play 
by Kenyon Nicholson. The Riggs play 
may be tried ovt in Atlantic City in 
July. 

According to recent tabulations ap- 
proximately one-third of all motion pic- 
tures produced are screen versions of 
etage plays “When the picture pro- 
ducers exhaust the supply of old plays 
it is obvious that they will require addi- 
tional material,” said Hopkins in pre- 
dicting a big season for next year. This, 
and the fact that a general price-slash- 
ing move will probably follow the or- 
ganization of the Theater League, in- 
dicates a smashing business on Broadway 
next fall 

In discussing theater prices, Hopkins 
maintains that it is always advisable for 
a manager to establish a fixed box- 
Office price for his attractions, stating 
that the public should not be forced to 
pay a high price merely because an at- 
traction is in demand. The idea of a 
fixed price carries weight in two direc- 
tions, according to the producer. If a 
given play on the manager's list of plays 
failed to measure up to his customary 
Standards, the manager would receive 
sufficient support to enable him to cover 
his loss, whereas if he raised his price 
every time he struck the public fancy 
he would not bulid up a patronage list to 
Support his less successful ventures. 

A much larger audience for the legiti- 
mate theater will result in the lowering 
of box-office prices, Hopkins believes, 
and that a $3 top for the majority of 
attractions next year will prevail at the 
box offices, bringing back to the legiti- 


mate theater a vast public that has been . 


alienated thru high prices and ticket 
speculation,

he would be the executive director of the organization. 


Weber stated that his 


present office as secretary of the league is purely an honorary one. The current 
effort to curb ticket speculation gained impetus when Former Governor Alfred 


E Smith appointed Dr. Henry Moscowitz, 
former Civil Service Commissioner, as 
his alternate tn representing the public 
on the Theater League. 

Shertly before he sailed for England 
last week Jed Harris implied that he 
would join the Theater League upon 
his return from Europe provided certain 
policy changes could be effected, other- 
wise he will remain on the outside oper. 
ating his Morosco Theater, for which 
his lease begins in September, as an 
independent theater selling tickets at 
the box office. “I will rack my tickets, 
and sell them exactly as and when they 
are demanded.” declared Harris, “The 
public knows the value of my attrac- 
tions, and it can buy seats for them at 
the price printed on the tickets.” 

Arthur Hopkins believes that the 
\icket plan will be tn effect by fall, and 
expressed the opinion that with some 77 
theaters operating under league prin- 
ciples the fact that one or two managers 
remain on the outside cannot effect the 
functioning of th> New York Theater 
League. It is also believed that George 
White will join the organization by next 
season. Herman Shumlin, who declared 
himself in line with White and Harris 
in combating the league, has no theater 
and the managers in genera! attach lit- 
tle or no importance to his refusal to 
co-operate with them in organizing to 
combat ticket speculation since they 
have the co-operation of the majority of 
theater owners. 

Frank Gillmore, president of Actors’ 
Equity, declared that Ziegfeld, who re- 
fuses to join the league until cutrates 
are abolished, evidently expects too 
much from his colleagues since the 
league must first be put on a working 
basis before it can begin to wipe out the 
evils of the theatrical! business. 

If the league plan goes into effect all 
managers who are not members will be 
forced to depend upon sales at their 
own box offices, since it is expected that 
ticket brokers handling tickets. to at- 
tractions sponsored by league members 
will not carry tickets to “outside” at- 
tractions. 

An executive secretary will probably be 
‘lected at a league meeting this week 
when definite announcements will be 
made. It was originally intended to elect 
an executive secretary last week, but the 
meeting was postponed in order that 
Dr. Moscowitz, who was out of the city, 
might attend.

NEW YORK, May 3.—Arthur Hopkins interviewed this week by a representative 
of The Billboard expressed the opinion that next season will be one of the biggest 


in the history of the theater. 


office prices will come down,” said the 
producer, “and that the New York Thea- 
ter League will help to bring them 
down.” He declared that once the pub- 
lic knows it can buy theatrical enter- 
tainment at a definite price it will re- 
turn to the legitimate theater. “I be- 
lieve the managers would rather have a 
$3 top and play to bigger busincss,” 
said Hopkins. 

According to the producer it is re- 
vealed that in the past few years box- 
office prices have mounted, but gross 
box-office receipts have not. The days 
of the $2.50 top price for legitimate at- 
tractions meant just as much money to 
the producer in the long run as the 
present price system brings. Hopkins 
believes that the $5 and $6 top for musi- 
cal shows will disappear completely, and 
that by next season many managers will 
have reduced their box-0ffice prices 
materially. 

Hopkins contemplates no expansion of 
his production plans for next season, 
but will offer his usual number of at- 
tractions, which is four plays a year. 
It is probable that his first production 
of the season will be Roadside, a play by 
Lynn Riggs, whose Green Grow the 
Lilacs will be sponsored in the fall by 
the Theater Guild. In Roadside will be 
Walter Huston. Other Hopkins’ pro- 
ductions may list Black April, Daniel 
Reed's dramatization of the Julia Peter- 
kin novel, and Torch Song, a new play 
by Kenyon Nicholson. The Riggs play 
may be tried ovt in Atlantic City in 
July 

According to recent tabulations ap- 
proximately one-third of all motion pic- 
tures produced are screen versions of 
stage plays “When the picture pro- 
ducers exhaust the supply of old plays 
it is obvious that they will require addi- 
tional material,” said Hopkins in pre- 
dicting a big season for next year. This, 
and the fact that a general price-slash- 
ing move will probably follow the or- 
ganization of the Theater League, in- 
dicates a smashing business on Broadway 
next fall.

Bill Vetoed 


Roosevelt kills Post bill— 
passed Assembly — Wales 
law remains unchanged 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 2.—Actors and 
actresses who have been grossly dis- 
criminated against as the result of the 
enforcement of the Wales theater pad- 
lock law have failed in their efforts to 
obtain relief as the result of Governor 
Roosevelt's action today in placing his 
veto on the amendment to the law as 
provided by the bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Langdon W. Post, of New 
York City 

The bill passed both branches of the 
legislature and was sent to the Governor, 
only to be disapproved by the chief ex- 
ecutive. 

Assemblyman Post sought to amend 
the law so that the actors would not be 
the only ones subject to arrest and im- 
prisonment before it was definitely de- 
termined by the court that they had 
really violated the law relative to the 
presentation of an alleged immoral or 
indecent theatrical production. 

At present the actors are made “the 
goat” of the situation for the reason they 
are arrested, rushed to the police head- 
quarters before the author, producer and 
manager of the alleged objectionable 
performance is disturbed in the least. 

It is said that the Governor's action 
in not approving the amendment was 
based uppn the protests received from 
the State Bar Association, District At- 
torney Thomas C. Crain of New York 
and others who contended that the pro- 
posed amendment was unconstitutional, 
as well as being unworkable in its pres- 
ent form. 

Last year when the Post bill was be- 
fore the Senate the late Senator B. 
Roger Wales, the father of the Wales 
theater padlock law, said he believed 
that this amendment to his law was a 
just and proper change and favored its 
adoption.

The Action of the Play Transpires in 
Northmour’s “Pavilion on the Links’ in 
Northern Scotland Period About 1830 


ACT I—A Stormy Night in April. ACT ITI 
~Several Days Later. ACT Ill—Evening of 
the Last Day. 


Right out of the pages of Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s The Pavilion on the Links 
has tumbled a very weak dramatic offer- 
ing entitled The Traitor, written and 
sponsored by Charles H. Brown. It 
boasts of the presence of Fuller Mel- 
lish, an uncommonly good character 
actor after the old school manner, who 
does what he can to enliven the pro- 
ceedings which at best are dull 

The tale itself is of the Carbonarri, a 
sort of Itatlan Ku-Klux-Klan, and the 
old debbil who ran away with the or- 
ganization funds which were entrusted 
to his banking house, So, to Robert 
Northmour’s house on the moors of 
Scotland come old Huddlestone, the 
banker, and Clara Huddlestone, his 
daughter, There are Agnes, the care- 
taker's daughter, and the caretaker him- 
elf, and there is Frank Cassilis who 


wants someone to share with him .his 
“vagabondia"—-and, lest we forget—the 
Carbonarri who lurk in the dunes. The 
tale ends with old Huddlestone giving 
himeelf up to the Carbonarri, who shoots 
him down like a dog. His daughter there- 
upon falls in the arms of Cassi'is, whose 
“vagabondia"” she undoubtedly intends 
to share, and Northmour, having failed 
to win the fairest Huddlestone in any 
land, joins the Carbonarri. 

How I envied Northmour inasmuch as 
I too would gladly have joined the Car- 
bonarri to have escaped three acts of 
such trine as The Traitor. Playwright 
Brown's dialog belongs back in the gay 
‘90s, and his playwriting belongs any- 
where but on the Broadway stage. The 
patient audience which witnessed the 
play found a deal of comedy in the 
pathetic attempt made by the author to 
provide entertainment, a worthy enough 
attempt to be sure, but one that came 
to nothing in the end. Playwright 
Brown's dramatic writing would have 
been hot stuff back in 1880, but in 1930 
it looks like something carried in by 
the breeze that blows across the moors. 

The one dramatic moment during the 
evening was provided by a genticman 
in the audience who had fallen asleep 
only to awike during a_ theoretically 
climactic moment in the play and cry 
“Bang!” Suffice to say that he was 
promptly ejected from the theater much 
to the disappointment of his fellow 
sufferers. 

The acting. under the direction of 
Maurice Barrett, is better left unmmen- 
tioned. That is, except that of Fuller 
Mellish who is an honest and straight- 
forward character actor. 

Inasmuch as the gentle Robert Louis 
Stevenson is past the need of speaking 
reproachfully to Charles H. Brown for 
making a botch of dramatizing The 
Pavilion on the Links, everybody had 
better forget as quickly as possible that 
there ever was a play called The Traitor.

That there is no rest for the wicked 
is a theme unintentionally brought home 
to us by Irving Kaye Davis, whose latest 
contribution to the Broadway stage is 
Courtesan, a one-character play, so- 
called, currently on view with Miss Elsa 
Shelley officiating as sole mistress-of- 
ceremonies in the role of Alice Trevor, a 
“kept woman”. 

Miss Shelley struggles for two solid 
hours against the stone wall of medioc- 
rity set up by Playwright Davis, whose 
play foundation is built upon the sands 
of ignorance, and whatever life the play 
Courtesan possesses is the spirit with 
which Miss Shelley imbues it while she 
talks to herself, to the picture of her 
lover on the table, into the telephone, 
to her pet snake, to her reflection in the 
mirror, to her maid off-stage, to the 
bellboy off-stage, to the waiter off-stage. 
to her pet dog, to a French doll and to 
various other things for the benefit of 
the audience and without benefit of 
much assistance from Irving Kaye Davis, 
author, and very little more from the 
director, Leo Bulgakov. 

Alice Trevor, the sole character in 
Courtesan, is more to be pitied than 
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scorned, for it appears she has emanated 
from Youngstown, O., only to seek eman- 
cipation in the canyons of the great city. 
Evidently forgetting all about her hus- 
band and child she has become the mis- 
tress of Arthur Blandick Ross, who is 
described as “of the 400". and in the 
words of Irving Kaye Davis’ sole char- 
acter—"“the elite”. 

It is precisely at this point of Irving 
Kaye Davis’ little game of solitaire that 
he falls down with a dull] thud. It is 
here that he sounds the death knell of 
his one-character play. His off-stage 
characters and events are so unreal that 
no matter if the world’s greatest actress 


appecred in the play’s lone role the 
goings-on would seem highly prepos- 
terous. 


Playwright Davis would have us be- 
lieve that Arthur Blandick Ross, of “the 
400", not to mention “the elite”, invited 
his bought-and-paid-for-woman to a so- 
cial gathering sponsored by the so- 
called respectable women of his own 
family circle, where she was for a time 
entertained, and then suddenly ejected, 
politely, but firmly. Davis would have 
us believe that Miss Marjorie Ross tele- 
phoned Miss Alice Trevor, whom she had 
never met, and deliberately insulted her, 
calling her a creature that by any other 
name would still be scarlet, or words to 
that effect. So we find the Miss 
Alice Trevor of Courtesan involved in 
unreal off-stage complications with the 
blue bloods of the yellow jourfials and 
the society of the motion picture sce- 
nario creators. 


Suffice it to say that Miss Alice Tre- 
vor picks up the telephone and puts an 
end to her affair with Arthur Blandick 
Ross, whereupon she receives a telephone 
call from the Russian pianist on the 
floor below her apartment. Rikolnikoff, 
whose music - off-stage furnishes the 
love-element in Courtesan, has seen Miss 
Trevor standing at the window evidently 
drinking a toast to him. He wants to 
know “Where, and how much?” Miss 
Trevor migrates to the Russian’s apart- 
ment, and in return for his insult to her 
last shred of virtue—her love for him, 
a clean love, of course, she stabs him. 
As the police are beating upon the door 
of her own apartment, and she realizes 
she has left her scarf beside the body of 
the Russian, Miss Alice Trevor fails to 
remember her pet snake, thereby depriv- 
ing herself of a very Cleopatra finish, 
and leaps from the balcony to the ob- 
livion that lies some 18 floors below. 

Despite Irving Kaye Davis’ shortcom- 
ings as the sort of playwright whose 
characters fail to resemble living people, 
and who puts highly preposterous situa- 
tions down on paper without very much 
in the way of honest motivation—with- 
out benefit of very good dialog, Courte- 
san manages to achieve a definite melo- 
dramatic effect. It is at times compel- 
ling and even moving. There is in it a 
certain energy to be admired. Perhaps 
it belongs to Elsa Shelley, whose untir- 
ing effort to make something of the 
sole character in Courtesan should be re- 
warded by a better play next season. 


The direction by Leo Bulgakov could 
scarcely be called a help. He has missed 
entirely any fine points that might have 
been elaborated and concerned himself 
with the obvious. He has approached 
the play from a decidedly low plane 
with the result that Miss Shelley is dis- 
covered calling the attention of the audi- 
tors to material objects rather than to 
the soul of Miss Alice Trevor, a very dull 
sort of courtesan from Youngstown, O. 
With more inspired direction Courtesan 
might have fared a deal better. 

The setting, by P. Dodd Ackerman, is 
excellent, and the stage manager, who 
receives no credit on the program, should 
be complimented upon the splendid han- 
dling of the many off-stage cues so im- 
portant to the play. It is to Miss Elsa 
Shelley and to the watchful stage man- 
ager that Courtesan avoids being a whale 
of a bore. CHARLES CROUCH.

House policies will not be meddled with—will lean 


strongly on acts, making 


up for comedy scarcity by 


talking shorts—budgets will be stretched 


NEW YORK, May 5.—While reports from the inside are to the effect that 
Loew has not yet gone to the lengths of RKO in shaping its house policies 


for next season, enough is known now 


of the former’s plans to be practically 


assured that there will be no meddling on a general scale with the present ap- 


portionment 
possibly greater playing time for acts, 
but less acts will be used. 

The houses on Loew's vaudeville road 
show, located mostly in the South, have 
been using only four acts. This thru an 
agreement made several months ago be- 
tween Marvin Schenck, of the Loew book- 
ing floor, and Charles J. Freeman, RKO's 
Western and Southern booking head. 
The remainder of Loew's vaudefilmers 
have been fed on an act diet varying 
from three to five acts each half, with 
the exception of the State theaters, here 
and in Newark, and Metropolitan, Brook- 


lyn. These full-weekers have been given 
six acts at such times when it was 
gured the weak picture draws war- 


ranted such extravagance. Next seascn, 
however, the uniform booking policy for 
the circuit, according to the latest de- 
cision of the operating heads, will be 
four acts. This will place RKO and Loew 
cn an even basis insofar as talent con- 
sumption is concerned, 

Those ho!ding the brief in Loew’s for 
uniform four-act shows point out that 
such a procedure will promote good- 
will for stage shows, and in the case 
of houses that have been getting five- 
act shows, will make it possible for 
hookers to buy better material under 
the same budgets. Regarding budgets, 
several of the vaudefilmers in ‘and around 
here have had their stage-show allow- 
ances raised from $250 to 8500, and this 
will be carried thru past the fall. Loew, 
as frequent'y stated, has not had the 
picture breaks this season as during the 
1928-29 period. The rather sudden 
espousal of the vaudeville cause is said 
to have resulted from the unfavorable 
picture condition. 

RKO is not alone in acknowledging an 
acute shortage of good comedy material. 
Loew not only admits that it fs hard 
put for strong comedy items; it has al- 
ready taken steps to make up for the 
lack on its screens. While the portion 
of time allotted to stage items will not 
be trimmed down, Loew will give more 
attention to talking shorts next season. 
A rather promising crop of these has 
already been turned out by its own pro- 
ducing organizatixn and others with 
whom it has film-buying contracts. 

When stage shows lack the wanted 
comedy touch, it will be the duty of 
house managers and exploiteers assigned 


to work in conjunction with them to 
plug their talking shorts as “screen 
vaudeville’. They will be aided ma- 
terially in carrying out this aim by an 


encouraging wrinkle from the theater- 
operating phase in the feature situation. 
Metro and other talkie producers 
are making a serious effort to cut down 
e footage of full-length talkies. Such 
co-operation comes fiom circuits being 
interested financially in film producing 
and vice versa. With shorter features 
at their disposal, additional time may be 
allotted by managers to acts and short 
subjects. In the past the latter had 
to be crowded out, and to the disad- 
vantage of houses catering to audiences 
with a professed yen for sound news- 
reels and novelties.

statistics and the like that a good 50 per cent of the dates played these 
days by the average performers are in halls, night clubs and lodge 


rooms. 


One of the expressed objects of the NVA is to “promote the 


welfare of the vaudeville artistes, and better conditions in the vaude- 
ville profession wherever they need betterment.”

NEW YORK, May 5.—Harry Singer is 
still] an undecided factor in the RKO 
organization, altho some weeks ago it 
was made plain that he is to be the 
ctreult’s official doctor of material and 
an auxiliary to its scouting department. 
The indeterminate position of Singer in 
the circuit is being made evident of late 
because of the reticence of booking of- 
ficlals in making known whether Singer 
will have an active part, from his own 
angle, in fixing Charles J. Freeman's in- 
tact shows when they start their local 
break-ins at the Madison and Chester 
the week of July 12. Singer has been 
asked whether his stethoscope will be 
applied to the intacts. He was noncom- 
mittal and it is highly evident that if he 
knew something definite about this he 
would not be reticent tn giving a cate- 
rorical reply to the query. 

It is felt that Singer will not be in a 
position to wield any influence as the 
circuit’s producing expert until the ad- 
ministrative heads come right out in the 
open about it. The vaudeville booking 
division, according to report, has not 
seen giving Singer the co-operation he 
is inferred to need in his special work. 
There has been an undercurrent of 
antagonism toward all in the past who 
have been assigned to supervise produc- 
tion for the circuit. This has been passed 
on by inheritance to Singer The an- 
tagonism is usually expressed, according 
to the account, thru the expressed at- 
titude of booking execs. that Singer in- 
trudes upon booking functions in per- 
forming his duties. The feeling persists 
that if Singer is not called upon to play 
an active part in the framing of the 
Freeman tntacts, as now seems likely, he 
might as well not be holding down his 
job. 

One of Singer's activities that is at- 
tracting much favorable comment from 
house men is the sponsoring of a talent 
promotion idea, using Joe Daly as the 
skipper. Daly is playing Eastern houses 
with a company of “RKO Discoveries” 
and holds talent auditions in connection 
with each date. Material of promise is 
signed up by Singer to options for the 
circult. This scheme is considered more 
constructive than using “names” of the 
Gus Bdawerds type that draw heavy sal- 
aries and corral talent for themselves 
and not for the use of the circuit at 
bargain ficures. The Daly act is said 
to be drawing business, and its cost to 
the houses it plays is said to be no 
more than $850 on the week.

Expect Record Gross From 


7.900 Theaters in Drive 


NEW YORK, May 3.—Altho official 
statements were hardly forthcoming this 
week, reports from various sections of 
the country pointed toward the biggest 
net ever achieved in an NVA drive. This 
year’s annual NVA Week ends officially 
tomorrow night with the benefit at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. This bene- 
fit, however, is not necessarily the last. 
for there is still a midnight show to be 
held at the Oriental, Chicago, the night 
of May 10. 

A complete financial report on the 
drive will probably not be available for 
at least another two weeks, but it is 
agreed by all concerned that the full 
amount necessary to support the NVA 
and pay off its current debts, $1,000,000, 
will not be grossed from the benefits 
and collections. The VMA offices are 
confident, tho, that the final tabula- 
tions will show an approximate amount 
of $850,000. If so, it will be $150,000 
more than was grossed last year and the 
year before that. 

The drive this year received more co- 
operation from the various circuits and 
their heads than ever before in the his- 
tory of the NVA. Collections in the 


audience were spotted at advantageous 
points, instead of at show-breaks as in 
former years. Special sound trailers, 
with w. k. film artistes making the ver- 
bal plea, were gotten up gratis by the 
different film companies and provided 
to all theaters. 

All VMA-affiliated theaters, and nu- 
merous others that volunteered, took 
part in the drive. The estimated number 
of theaters that participated is given as 
7,500. These comprise the theaters of 
all film circuits, which includes all pres- 
entation, vaudefilm and straight picture 
houses in the country operating under 
their banners. 

The presentation and straight picture 
houses with Friday openings started the 
drive two days before the houses with 
Saturday openings and ended on Thurs- 
day. A number of them, however, have 
midnight benefits scheduled for tonight. 

All told, benefits were held in 28 key 
cities thruout the country. Special] dis- 
pensation has been obtained in Bridge- 
port and New Haven, Conn., both under 
blue-law regulation with Sunday per- 
formances forbidden, and benefits will 
be held in these towns tomorrow. 


eds, working on part time, whose sole 
duty is to buy its way into the circuit's 
houses, and fill out uniform question- 
naires covering the salient points of 
vaudeville presentation and theater op- 
eration. 

To James Turner, who was recently 
appointed assistant to Brown, has fallen 
the task of organizing the student corps 
of observers and regulating their duties 
and assignments. Altho the impression 
might be gained from a superficial ex- 
amination that Brown is resorting to or- 
ganized spying on his house men, neither 
he nor Turner is said to look at the in- 
novation that tvay. They are confident 
the men whose houses are beine con- 
stantly watched from every angle will 
not be resentful of the revolutionary 
move. 

At this time seven co-eds are being 
employed to carry out the house-inspec- 
tion scheme. They were chosen by 
Turner from a group submitted by the 
Columbia School of Journalism. It was 
intended originally that candidates for 
these jobs could not qualify if they had 
previous show-business experience, and 
this has been carried out to the letter. 
The highbrow detectives have been in- 
structed to watch closely and fill in their 
questionnaires as designated. Their re- 
sponsibility ends there. By working ir- 
regularly afternoons and evenings be- 
cause of the arrangement of their col. 
lege schedules, Turner’s “critics” (as they 
are officially called) attain a complete 
coverage of every RKO veudefilmer in 
the Greater New York area 

Their theater operation reports cover 
such items as marquee lights; sign plots; 
appearance of lobbies, frames and in- 
terior; demeanor of cashiers, ticket takers 
and ushers, also their appearance: stage 
and house lighting; quality of pit musie 
and other points of what is commonly 
regarded as casual interest. In their 
reviews of acts, they are required to 
give synopses of routines, opinions on 
moral values of lines and business, 
lighting, costumes and audience recep- 
tion. 


The system has been in operation un- 
der full blast for ebout three weeks, and 
from an authentic source it is learned 
that Brown is elated over the success of 
the student corps. As an indication of 
how unerring the girl “critics” have been 
in carrying out their clandestine investi- 
gations, it was pointed out by one in the 
know that but once thus far has an in- 
stance arisen of a department head dis- 
agreeing with the report of a circuit 
“critic” on an unsatisfactory condition. 
Ia all other cases of minor irregularities 
observed in the operation of houses, the 
department heads affected have conceded 
that the adverse criticism was justified. 

The plan would fail of its effectiveness 
were it not for the clever manner in 
which the reports of the students are 
being followed up. Turner, according to 
the account, keeps a confidential file of 
all reports submitted by his reviewing 
staff. Each house in the Greater New 
York area has its own folder. all reports 
concerning it being placed therein with 
markers, bringing intc prominence the 
references in the questionnaires to un- 
desirable conditions. Department heads 
are directly and immediately notified of 
conditions not up to par. When the 
heuse in question is again “reviewed”, 
the uniformity of the questionnaires 
makes it obligatory for the investigator 
to follow up on the adverse col.dition, 
possibly without her knowing it. In this 
manner Brown's office (or that branch 
cf it presided over by Turner) is in close 
touch with every theater of the local 
chain, and apprised at all times of the 
degree of interest department heads and 
theater men take in the implied attempt

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Naughty Colored Acts 
Making It Bad for All 


Negro turns skyrocketed to fame by vaudeville work are 


proving troublesome to RKO—Bill Robinson a notable 
exception—prospects bad for dusky artistes as a result 


NEW YORK, May 5.—“The bad ones have spoiled it for the good ones.” 


That 


is how one high vaudeville booking official cf RKO comments on the latest twist 


to tho circuit’s implied prejudice against buying “too many” colored acts. 


in the season the word was out, altho 


Earlier 
not backed by official statements from 


the higherups, that colored acts will be staggered to prevent an overwhelming 


number of them from cluttering up the 
books Now the booking chiefs are more 
outspoken on the subject, revealing sev- 
eral days ago for the first time that the 
booking of colored acts is being dis- 
couraged because of the unpleasant ex- 
perience the booking office has had with 
a number of those already tied up for 
appreciable time. 

Because of the frequent occurrence of 
unpleasant experiences in regard to dis- 
appointments, salaries drawn too far in 
advance and miscellaneous squabbles, 
new materia) recruited from the Negro 
ranks will find it difficult to land with 
RKO next season. Several of the colored 
acts with which RKO has experienced 
untold difficulty have been consistent 
show-stoppers and good box-office at- 
tractions. This fact alone has served to 
suspend drastic action in regard to can- 
cellation and buying off of contracts. 
But the patience of the booking men has 
become exhausted, and it is not being 
concealed now that the office is anxious 
to ease out of its contracts with several 
troublesome acts. This despite the fact 
that other circuits ere making every ef- 
fort to grab the alleged malefactors and 
the more striking angle that the un- 
wanted acts have proven to be knockouts 
as entertainment items. 

It has been found that the gencral run 
of colored acts do not prove troublesome 
to booking men and house managers 
until they have reached the “name” 
stage One notubie exception, of course, 
is Pill Robinson, who has progressed 
steadily in prestige and earning power, 
while others of his race fell back as 
quickly as they had risen. RKO and 
the other circuits have not experienced 
more than averaze difficulty with colored 
acts of average appeal and rating. The 
headaches have come from tie phenoms 
who ran their salaries up in several sea- 
sons to the highest rungs in the vaude- 
ville ladder. 

One team boosted sky high during the 
George Godfrey regime and tied up to a 
comparatively long contract has given 
considerable trouble. Since then they 
have had frequent runins with the 
booking office, the majority of misun- 
derstandings arising from what the office 
regarded as unreasonable demands in 
drawing money in advance, and unless a 
peacemaker of efficacious mien presents 
himself, they will not play out the 
signed-uv time. 

Another youthful team has also been 
involved in frequent controversies with 
the office and on the outside. They, too, 
are signed up for next season, but it is 
unlikely that the time will be played 
cut, according to a circuit official. 

It was also reported last week that 
strife is imminent with the owner of a 
colored quintet over the proposed change 
of the drummer, who does the punchiest 
bits in the act. 

The many colored artistes struggling 
to make the grade in vaudeville and 
allied fields are acutely sensitive to the 
harmful effect on their future as a race 
ef the mischief being created by their 
fame-crazed brethren. According to ac- 
counts, stories printed in trade papers 
some months ago of the misdeeds of a 
certain colored act so roused the ire of 
the artistes, who congregate nightly in 
Harlem, that the subjects of the widely 
printed comment were almost lynched 
when they presented themselves before 
their former comrades. The irate ar- 
tistes might have acted with the passion 
of an unthinking mob, but it is still 
insisted that behind their antagonism 
was their realization of the blight being 
cast on their race and the injury to 
their future chances caused by the mis- 
deeds of the pair vpon whom they sought 
to inflict bodily injury.

Real Showmanship 


There has been a chronic plaint 
that the fancy stunts and tieups 
planned by vaudeville exploiteers can- 
not be pulled off in New York. The 
wiseacres have contended time and 
again that all of these ideas are ap- 
plicable only out of town, “in the 
sticks”. One manager looked this 
bugaboo in the face and scared it 
away. And the scheme was his own 
creation. 

He is Dominick F. Barreca, of 
Loew’s Orpheum, in Yorkville, who 
was faced with what he regarded as 
the important problem of attracting 
local attention to his observance of 
Loew’s Spring Carnival. Barreca re- 
fused to recognize any barriers. He 
rolled up his sleeves, organized all the 
merchants on the street of his house 
into the 86th Street Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, and started a collection for 
funds with which to make whoopee. 
The Tesult was the erection of electric 
streamers over every inch of the block 
expanse and events several days each 
week participated in by the mer- 
chants to boost the circuit “carnival”. 

The street looked like the setting 
for a Lindbergh welcome. Every store 
and business organization boosted 
Loew’s Orpheum, and the cost to the 
house was trifling. The Loew house’s 
opposition, RKO Proctor’s 86th Street, 
remained outside the fringe of jubilee 
of light and color. Just one street 
away, too. Loew and vaudeville in 
general need more Barrecas.

NEW YORK, May 3.—As predicted in 
a story in last week's issue, the ex- 
ecutive committee of the RKO booking 
office has made an exception of Hugo 
Morris, one of the agents eliminated from 
the franchise list in the April 1 shakeup. 
Ben Piazza notified Morris early this 
week that he will be permitted to assume 
his status on the floor, working under 
his own franchise and retaining his old 
arsociate, Abe Feingold. 


Morris was formerly teamed up with 
Murray Feil, who is now on the Coast 
for the William Morris office, the stand- 
ard bearer of which is Hugo’s brother. 
The decision to take back Morris was ar- 
rived at after a careful consideration 
of his long association with the Keith 
office and his clean record covering that 
period. The Morris & Feil combination, 
it is now felt, was included in the let- 
outs because of the committee's burnup 
over Feil’s leavetaking without notice. 


Altho Piazza has admitted for the 
committee that Morris’ return takes the 
edge off the original determination to 
make no exceptions in the decision to 
have the 10 condemned offices eliminated 
by April 1, the official word out now is 
that the case has been definitely closed 
with the Morris re-enfranchisement. If 
any of the others return it will have 
to be with tear bombs and hand gre- 
nades. This is the last word, Piazza 
states, and it will stand. 


Revive Contract Flashing 
For New Twist With Clubs 


NEW YORK, May 5.—Contract flash- 
ing is coming back to its own as a 
practice of certain indie bookers, this 
being a sure sign that the house situa- 
tion is getting brighter. The scouts 
covering the field for the indies are 
equipped with artistes’ agreements, call- 
ing for dates to be played for apples, 
and on this basis the ambitious and 
not too scrupulous offices are endeavor- 
ing to convince operators that they can 
deliver acts cheaper than the opposition. 
In former seasons the contract flashers 
rarely succeeded in making good their 
promises, but with no relief in sight for 
acts that have been laying off con- 
stantly it appears that the apple salaries 
will hold indefinitely. 

A favorite scheme of indies around 
Philly, according to an authentic source, 
is to make acts play houses in combina- 
tion with club dates, paying inflated 
Salaries for the clubs and thereby paring 
off on the house figures. This scheme 
looks innocent enough on the surface, 


but it has been found that several of the 
offices following this custom use the 
bargain-house contracts to flash on 
prospective manager-clients. When an 
act plays a certain house at a fair 
figure and an agent comes along and 
shows the manager, by flashing a con- 
tract, that he has paid the same act 
far less, it is difficult for the manager 
to believe his own booker who tries to 
explain that the bargain salary is 
accounted for by club work under an 
inflated figure. 

Artistes with their eyes on dates for 
any and all offices are getting wised up 
to the scheme. In order to keep in the 
good graces of bookers who do not stoop 
to contract flashing they are demanding 
when playing houses and clubs under a 
“borrow from Paul to pay Peter” ar- 
rangement that the conditions of the 
sliced-house salary be written clearly 
into the contract. This serves to pro- 
tect them as well as to prevent the con- 
tract flashers from deceiving operators. 


Deny Chicago 
Palace Change 


Blumberg says all Midwest 
house policy will remain 
straight vaudeville 


CHICAGO, May 3.—There is no likeli- 
hood of the Palace Theater going into a 
vaudefilm policy or being taken over by 
the Erlanger interests in the near future, 
according to Nate J. Blumberg, assistant 
general manager of the Radio-Keith-Or- 
pheum Circuit. 

“All the talk of the Erlanger interests 
preparing to take over the house is 
bunk,” Blumberg told a Billboard repre- 
sentative Friday. “And so is talk that 
the house will go vaudefilm. At least 
for some time to come it will continue as 
a two-a-day just as it has been. Sure 
it’s wired. It should have been wired a 
year ago because the public wants its 
news reels and cartoon comedies with 
sound.” 

Reports have been current that the 
Erlanger interests were in a deal whereby 
they would take over the Palace as a 
home for big productions like the Follies 
and that RKO would take the Erlanger 
for vaudeville. All parties concerned, 
however, declare there’s nothing to it. 


Hackensack Scene of 


Warner-Fox Struggle 

NEW YORK, May 5.—What appears 
to be an interesting theater-building 
war is brewing in Hackensack, N. J. 
Warner Brothers, already owners of the 
Oritani, have purchased a tract on Main 
street for the purpose of erecting a 
$1,000,000 theater. Shortly before that 
announcement, Fox declared the pur- 
chase of ground just opposite the Ori- 
tani for the building of a house fully as 
expensive as the contemplated Warner 
project. 

It has not been decided by Fox under 
what policy its theater will be operated. 
Warner, however, stated its house will 
play vaudeville, stock companies and 
movies. 


Walters Opens Own 
Office for Clubbing 


NEW YORK, May 5.—Louis E, Wal- 
ters, formerly of RKO and more recent- 
ly with Amalgamated, has opened his 
own office as a private entertainment 
booker.

Fritzi Scheff 
Assisted by Tom Barrett, Alan De Silva, 
Irving Lesser, Hal Morton, Johnny 
Quinn, Ken Williams and 
Jack Saltzman 
Gus Kleinecke, Musical Director 
Staged by Charles A. Niggemeyer 

Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Singing 
and dancing. Setting—Full stage (cyc.). 
Time—Twenty-four minutes. 

Fritzi Scheff can keep on reviving her 
Kiss Me Again until there is scarcely a 
deep breath left in her body provided 
she is fortunate enough to get the same 
brand of staging attention as in this 
act, which brings her back to vaudeville 
efter five years. 

The last recorded appearance here of 
the musical comedy star was in 1923. 
She tried it then as a single with a 
pianist, and with the same Kleinecke 
in the pit. The Billboard reviewer re- 
garded the act as anything but a suc- 
cess, panning her delivery, makeup, dress 
and choice of material. Comparing the 
ill-fated single with this act put on by 
Charles A. Niggemeyer, one might well 
conclude that Miss Scheff is following 
her revival of Mlle. Modiste at the Jolson 
with an equally brilliant revival of her 
old fire and talent in vaudeville. 

Fine discrimination has been used not 
only in the choice of material, but also 
in costuming and the casting of the 
youthful support. They say age lives 
its youth over again in an atmosphere 
of youth. The figure might be far- 
fetched in Miss Scheff'’s case, but the 
effect of the long-popular chanteuse 
working with as dashing and peppy a 
company as this is the same. 

Other stars of by-gone years will 
benefit from taking the cue from Miss 
Scheff. Vaudeville is not discarding its 
old faithfuls. it seeks only to cast off 
the old method of presentation. A 
Scheff is alwavs welcome provided she 
adapts her work to the times, and this 
the Viennese singer has done most 
successfully. 

The opening is a Number by six 
hoofers working in line, accompanied by 
a pianist, to an arrangement of Kiss Me 
Again. Miss Scheff. in an eye-filling 
gown of black and white, got a stirring 
ovation on entrance. She used Gloria 
Swanson's Love as ‘her first item, reveal- 
ing herself in great voice as was the 
case in the following numbers. With the 
boys grouped about her in gracefully 
natura] attitudes, Miss Scheff does next 
Moonlight Reminds Me of You. The 
line boys perform a peppy number dur- 
ing the first wait, and two others, un- 


billed, are heard next in the Maine 
Drinking Song. A pair of the youths do 
a typica]) hoofing routine, and Miss 


Scheff offers thereafter Song of the Nile. 
Another routine by the boys, and then 
brief singing and dancing specialties. In 
a flaming red gown Miss Scheff warbles 
Happy Days, and then to the bows. 
They clapped her out vigorously, and she 
bade adieu with Kiss Me Again. This 
rang up a show stop. It will anywhere 
if the exploitation boys are on the job. 

The lights of Miss Scheff’s fame are 
still burning brightly. Vaudeville will 
Go well to take advantage of that since 
she is not as expensive an act from any 
angle as most of the skyrockets.

Another popular radio outfit to go 
vaude. is Anthony (Tony) Trini and his 
nine-piece orchestra, dispensers of slow- 
tempo music and skippered by a croon- 
ing tenor. Act is of the Vallee and 
Osborne type, tho more like the latter's 
thru the use of a mike and amplifier. 
In fact, Trini’s warbling sounds very 
much like Osborne’s.

Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style—

These artistes look as if they've been 
around, but there is no record of them 
in The Billboard “new act" files. How- 
ever, they are good enough to play 
plenty. 

If it is a short, fast comedy acrobatic 
act that’s wanted this is it. They re- 
main on only five minutes—they may 
have been cut here—but provide ag 
much in the way of entertainment as 
some acts that remain on three times 
that period. 

Mostly falls in this turn, with the 
larger acrobat hitting the floor most.

Lynn Canter 


Reviewed at the 86th Street. Style— 
Song impersonations, Setting—In one. 
Time—Sizteen minutes. 


Neville Fleeson's usually sure-fire Song 
Photos obviously do not fit Lynn Canter 
despite her pleasing singing voice—when 
she sings. Used with so much success 
by Grace Hayes, Helen Shipman and 
Bobby Folsom, the song impersonations 
fall flat on Miss Canter. 

Except for a brief period as partner 
of Al Shean (Gallagher and Shean) she 
has always done a single in vaude., as- 
sisted by a pianist. She has reverted to 
that again, the assisting male being un- 
billed. Miss Canter, in delivering the 
stories in song, does more talking than 
singing, and that at too rapid a pace. 
There are times-—at least at this catch- 
ing—when the words seemed to tumble 
all over themselves coming from her 
lips. 

This rapid delivery ruins what should 
be the best bit in the act, an impression 
of a divorcee calling upon her husband's 
lawyer. All the emotional feeling .in the 
piece is lost because of the speed with 
which it is delivered. 

Miss Canter makes all her changes on 
the stage with the exception of that for 
the scene in the lawyer's Office. The 
pianist assists with dialog in that bit. 
The audience here gave her a lukewarm 
sendoff.

This is a straight xylophone act except 
for two blues numbers by Miss Gridley.

The routine embraces a nifty selection 
of dance music aptly suited to the in- 
struments.

They 
can do well in any opening spot, but if 
more relief were injected they might 
easily hold down a better position. Most 
of their numbers got a good hand and 
they encored with a song, What Do I 
Care?, accompanied by De Costa on the 
xylophone.

Floria Vestoff and the 
“It” Boys 
Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Com- 
edy and dancing. Setting—In one and 
three. Time—Twenty minutes, 


Ben Blue is better off than most 
comedians following the Healy lead of 
employing stooges, because he has some- 
thing to fal] back on. That something 
is his splendiferous comedy dancing, 
which might have skyrocketed him to 
vaude. fame anyway. And think of all 
the time, trouble and money he would 
save by sticking to his dancing? By this 
time, however, Blue is no longer a novice 
at the stooge training game. OnNe still 
remembers, with no little cognizance of 
the easy pickings for a skyrocketed 
“name” in this era, the smash Blue 
made when he presented his initial ver- 
sion of what was then called a hoke act 
at the Palace in February, 1929. This 
act comes as an aftermath to Blue's 
engagement in Vanities, which might 
mean More money on the booking floor 

In the current display of original com- 
edy dancing dotted with reversions to 
stooge exhibitionism, Blue reveals him- 
self as being possessed with more self- 
assurance and a better sense of what ts 
comic. Floria Vestoff plays straight t 
Blue in several clever bits and is re- 
sponsible for an eyeful of grace and 
beauty in a number wherein she does 
toe work while Blue clowns with ad- 
mirable originality. Blue has his three 
stooges make several changes of misfit 
habiliment. When caught he offered 
what might later evolve as a great piece 
of business. This is a burlesque of 
Zacchini, “The Human Projectile” of the 
Ringling Circus. What is really the best 
group number of the act is the travesty 
of an adagio trio. They'll all be trying it 
soon, but so far it’s a beaut. During 
Blue's clowning with Miss Vestoff some 
stuff is pulled that might cross the 
alert RKO censors. That business of 
losing the girl's toe slipper in the expanse 
of Blue's spacious pantaloons and some 
miscellaneous bits put over in connec- 
tion with it are not really necessary to 
the success of this act. They will offend 
more of.sn than they will amuse. From 
any. standpoint they are not wholesome 
vaudeville. 

When all, the stooge whoopee is spent 
Blue does his sure-fire bits, the dying 
duck and the skating classic. It is well 
that he spots them near the finish. On 
these he can always depend. The stooge 
stuff might or might not, and when it 
flops we imagine nothing can flop worse. 
Blue is set as long as he holds on to 
his comedy dancing. Stooges, as much 
as the public now takes to them, are

Gomez and Winona

An act that has the makings, but very 
much in need of some expert to take it 
in hand and give it the renovating that 
it requires. It lacks effective staging. 
could be routined better and the 14-peo- 
ple cast could be trimmed without any 
trouble. There are four people in the 
act whose work makes this act a good 
one. They are Gomez and Winona, un- 
usually handsome couple and brilliant 
ballroom steppers; an unbilled girl acro- 
batic dancer, and a tenor possessed of 
beautiful pipes suited for operatic num- 
bers. 

It's a puzzle as to why Gomez and 
Winona are working with an 11-piece 
band, string and brass, as it is unsuited 
and unnecessary. If they want musical 
accompaniment they could use a string 
quintet. The tenor of the act sits with 
the bandsters, and his tmportant musi- 
cal function is to keep time by clapping 
a pair of sticks together. This fellow 
can sing, tho. He does a brace of Italian 


numbers, both going over here to loud 
applause. Gomez and Winona are clever 
dancers, showing much ecrace and tech-

A very good bill, but a pitifully small 
house—probably not more than 400 in 
the audience.

There might have been an excuse for 
this show !f the State were a “first-run” 
picture house But it isn’t. The films 
here have usually been seen for a least 
a week at another house on the main 
stem, and, therefore, no reliance can 
be placed upon them to draw. It’s got 
to be the vaudeville—and this show is 
certainly no attraction on paper. If the

Business at this matinee much slimmer than the opening show last week, and 
from appearances the turnout last week set a new low for the season. All of 
which might prove that good business at the ace house means “names”, altho 
the competition presented by ideal weather for outdoors is hard to overcome at 
any time. Mae Murray is a keen disappointment as a draw in the top-line spot. 
The show is up to the Palace standard, and in spots even exceeds it, but it is 
poorly laid out. Not enough i.terludes of comedy, for one, and the com- 
paratively small amount there is comes served in an unappetizing hash in the 
first half. It’s a bad day at the Palace that depends upon Robins, “The Walking 
Music Store”, for the only comedy relief in the second half. Show finished 
nearer to schedule, but not without sacrificing the sound newsreel showing—and 
the second week after it has been installed at the RKO show window.

Small-town Connecticut exhibitor tries out a new wrinkle 
—vaudeville idea given to entire program with name 
cards, spotlights, curtain cues, etc.—instant hit 


NEW YORK, May 5.—The talking picture is offering keener competition to 
vaudeville than ever before, and the chief medium of competition is thru the 


talking short. 


It is true that talking pictures have grabbed the leading vaude- 


ville names for short subjects, and thru that alone offered the first competitive 


angle to vaudeville. 
that many independent vaudeville thea- 
ters that have been forced to close in 
past seasons will probabiy Manage to 
keep their doors open this year during 
the hot summer months. If such a con- 
dition is possible. it will all be thru the 
short-subject talking picture, billed as 
a vaudeville attraction 

It fell to the manager of a small-town 
picture house to hit upon the idea, and 
s0 successful has it proved that he will 
run such programs at least once a week 
during the summer months, and if suc- 
cessful, will follow with more programs 
each week devoted to short subjects. 
Manager Harry Feldman, of the Strand 
Theater, Seymour. Conn., hit upon the 
idea to run an entire short-subject 
program, and billed it as “81,000 Vaude- 
ville Talking Film Show”, jumping his 
box-office receipts 50 per cent. He went 
heavy on advertising and exploiting, and 
in addition carried out the idea of a 
two-a-day vaudeville program in the 
presentation of each of the short sub- 
jects. 

Feldman used eight acts and the 
Hearst Metrotone News, and split his 
show into two parts. with an intermis- 
sion. He had name cards made for each 
unit, and set up two easels, one on each 
side of the arch. Before each short sub- 


ject was flashed on the screen baby” 


spots played on the easels carrying the 
mames of the next act, thus giving the 
idea of the vaudeville bill. The front 
curtain was dropped after each subject. 
The show ran 2 hours and 20 minutes, 
including 12 units. Besides the news 
and short subjects, there were the open- 
ing overture, the intermission overture 
and the exit march 

The program was made up entirely of 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer short subjects. 
For the overture, intermission and exit 
march recorded from The 
Hollywood Rerue were His full

ITH an eight-column streamer headline, reading “Faulty Direc- 

torial Judgment Is Bar to Intelligence on the Screen”, Chester B. 

Bahn, dramatic editor of The Syracuse Herald, in the issue of 
Sunday, April 27, takes the Hollywood directorial talent to task. The 
Syracuse writer picks “Young Eagles”, “Ladies Love Brutes”, “The Girl 
Said No” and “Embarrassing Moments”, seen on the Syracuse screcns 
last week, as the basis of his attack. 


Bahn’s argument is based on sound judgment, and he hits the 
nail pretty well on the head: “Maintenance of sanity in the matter of 
cinematic criticism, if nothing else, demands that there he a periodic 
blowing off of steam, a free expression of opinion concerning the de- 
plorable lack of intelligence, the paucity of mature judgment, and, in- 
deed, the sheer asininity of sundry Hollywood worthies entrusted with the 
weighty task of providing a world’s mass entertainment. 


“Such a crisis, I am frank to say, contfronts me at the moment. 
On the several silver sheets of the city, during the last few weeks, have 
flickered a series of pictures so chock-full of glaring inconsistencies and ag- 
gravating extraneous material as to virtually destroy their entertainment 
value for anyone but the most moronic of fans. 


“Skipping back, let me nominate ‘Young Eagles’, in which voung 
Charles (Buddy) Rogers and friends rollicked like so many William Hatneses 
in a young ladies’ seminary.

Fifth place on the short-subject mart 
goes to Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, with 30 
on the list, comprising mostly revues and 
star-player comedies. Columbia Pictures, 
whose short-subject output is confined 
to one-reelers, ties for seventh place, 
with International Photoplay Distribu- 
tors, whose product includes one, two 
and three-reelers. Each of them have 18 
productions available. 


Tiffany, which makes mostly color 
symphonies, has 17 listed, and United 
Artists, whose all-dialog product is of 


varied indeterminate lengths, has 10 on 
the call list. 

On the States Rights distribution, in- 
dependent producers of the short sub- 
ject have a combined total of 30, of 
which 19 have sound only and 11 have 
been made with dialog. 

The major producers who have listed 
no short subjects are cnly two in num- 
ber, namely, First National and Fox 
Films, the latter doing considerable, how- 
ever, in the newsreel field to compensate 
the lack of short-subject market.

NEW YORK, May 5—In spite of the 
fact that the size of the wide film has 
not been settled, with some producers 
holding out for the 65 mm., others for 
the 70 mm., and still others for a me- 
dium between the two, talk of the wide 
screen for all theaters as one of the 
real possibilities of the future is another 
matter to add to the worries of the 
exhibitor 

Hardly has the installation of sound 
apparatus in the theater been completed 
before the wide-screen proposition be- 
comes one of moment. Jesse L. Lasky, 
in a statement in’ Paris this past week, 
said that the wide screen is imminent, 
that it the next step in the evolution 
of the motion picture production field 
However, he warns against too fast a 
change, realizing the expense that it 
must entail to the producer as well as 
to the exhibitor, 


Millions of dollars it will cost the 
exhibitor to install wide screen in his 
theaters should it become a definite end. 
In many instances proscenium arches 
will have to be widened to permit of the 
wide screen, and in some cases the 
height will have to be made greater to 
take care of the proper throw from a 
balcony Then, too, the cost to each 
producing company will be heavy, as 
new cameras and new stages will have 
to be constructed and a new technique 
developed 

It may take a couple of years, but the 
wide film and wide screen is sure to 


come. It is the one way of eliminating 
the closeup and getting all of the char- 
acters on a set in one shot without 
shifting of cameras to show the effect 


on each character as a line is delivered 
Now the reaction. is Only secured by 
shifting the camera from one to an- 
other.

ccme in for some severe panning from 
the foreign press. Papers of Buenos 
Aires are up in arms against the elimina- 
tion of musicians in theaters. Belgrade, 
Serbia, has issued an ultimatum to dis- 
tributors of American films that they 
will refuse to play American pictures 
unless there is a minimum of dialog and 
plenty of musical numbers 

In Australia where English is spoken 
editorials have appeared stating that the 
talkies are hastening the Americaniza- 
tion of Australia, holding at the same 
time that British films are below the 
technical and entertainment standard 
Seventy-nine 
per cent of the films imported last year, 
according to the Commonwealth Film 
Censorship Board, were American pro- 
duced and only 11 per cent British. 

The board in commenting on the situ- 
ation says: “Unfortunately the censor- 
ship can do little or nothing to curb this 
tendency towards Americanization. 
There is much truth in the criticism 
that the talkies are all noise and crime, 
but their voice production is worse than 
their vice production. It is remarkable 
that the public can tolerate such large 
duses of prevalent slang, especially mod- 
ern American girls’ singing and speaking. 
The only remedy is to increase the nume- 
ber of good British films, but there is 
little hope of this at present.” 

The solving of the language problem 
is one that can evidently only find solu- 
tion in the production of films in each 
native tongue with a cast of native play- 
ers for distribution in the individual 
countries. Numerous American film pro- 
ducers are now on the verge of produc- 
ing films for the foreign market abroad 
so severe has the criticism of talkies be- 
come, even when they have been made 
in the tongue for the country in which 
they are to be distributed. The claim 
is prevalen¢ that the dialog has not 
been pure and the accent distorted. 

Jesse L. Lasky made the announce- 
ment last week that Paramount had de- 
cided to solve the question by producing 
films in the countries in which they are 
to be shown. The announcement fol- 
lowed a meeting in Paris of Lasky, 
Adolph Zukor and Albert Kaufman, 
Paramount foreign representative 

The Joinville studios, near Paris, which 
were opened last fall under the direction 
of Robert Kane, will be immediately en- 
larged to take care of a production pro- 
gram of 60 talking pictures a year. 


Federal Reaching Out 


CHICAGO, May 3.—It looks as if the 
Federal Theaters Corporation, which fre- 
cently took over the National Theaters 
chain from the Bird Company, will not 
confine its activities to that chain. 
While it is not giving out any informa- 
tion, it is reliably reported that James 
Coston, general manager, is reaching out 
for other houses. It is not thought that 
these, if acquired, will become a part of 
the chain, but will be’ operated as a 
separate entity.

“All Quiet on the Western 
Front” 
(UNIVERSAL) 

At the Central 


War! War from a different angle than 
the screen has pictured it. War devoid 
of all of the glamour, romance and ad- 
venture that has become associated with 
the Hollywoodian production of the 
world combat of 1914-'18. There is 
none of the heroic significance of The 
Big Parade in this production, nor is 
there any of the camaraderie of What 
Price Glory? It is war, grim, gruesome, 
sordid and bloody, pictured so skillfully 
that it makes one’s pulses beat in 
quickened action and one’s heart ache 
at the manhood and youth sacrificed 
because crowned heads felt that the un- 
crowned ones should be led to the 
slaughter. There is no camouflage of 
patriotism—it is war hated by those 
forced to enter it—and patriotism is used 
to incite the youths to give their bodies 
to this blood-thirsty ogre as food for 
cannon and fodder for gunfire. 


Those who had read Erich Maria 
Remarque’s famous story knew what to 
expect. Those who were not familiar 
with the printed words had heard so 
much about it that they had been able 
to anticipate partly its bitterness to- 
ward the bloody monster whose appetite 
is appeased only in human sacrifice. 
When Universal first announced its pur- 
chase there was much speculation con- 
cerning its possibilities as a screen pro- 


duction. In fact, the picture, which was 
produced by Carl Laemmle, Jr., was 
dubbed around competitive lots as 


“Junior’s End”, But it is only the be- 
ginning of the screen career of the 22- 
year-old son of the Universal chief. 
Under his supervision this production 
becomes the greatest preachment against 
War that has ever been made. Its 
showing can do more to end war—to 
make those who see it hate war—than 
all the peace conferences that have ever 
been assembled or may be assembled in 
the future. It is a picture, with one 
sequence eliminated, that could be, and 
should be, shown in every church and 
every school in the country. It needs 
no minister's or teacher's peroration or 
exordium. The pictured action, steeped 
in reality and thoroly minus of any 
pseudoheroism, speaks in more forceful 
tones than could the stentorian voice 
of the firmest pacifist orator. Stark 
brutality is what it is. It is a picture of 
War against war. 

There is nothing pretty in this pro- 
duction. It hasn't been colored in the 
least, and at the end one feels depressed 


—sadly depressed —and unconsciously 
finds himself crying out against this 
human sacrifice first of men, then of 


youths, and then of mere boys, striplings 
of 16, as the youth of Germany is sum- 
moned to defend their country in a 
combat, doubtful, perhaps, of why they 
have been called to kill or be killed by 
their fellowman. 


The story of All Quiet on the Western 
Front, there is none. The picture is 
purely episodic and incidental, tho so 
perfectly continuized that for 2 hours 
and 35 minutes (the film runs that 
long) one sits with eyes riveted on the 
screen, hating this titanic bloodfest, yet 
unable to turn away. There are numer- 
ous central characters that we follow 
thruout. We live with them, fear with 
them, starve with them. It is realism to 
the nth degree. We see these school- 
boys at their classes worked up to a 
fever heat by their adult teacher until 
they enlist. Then we follow them thru 
the horrible ordeals. First as they mis- 
take this bloody carnage for a school- 
boy adventure, then as the dread realism 
of it all dawns upon them they cower 
as the first shell explodes near them 
We follow them thru the four years, see- 
ing them one by one offered as a human 
sacrifice on the gore-soaked altar of 
Mars. 

Lewis Milestone handled the direction 
of this production, and what a marvel- 
ous piece of work he did. Battle scenes 
there have been in other screen produc- 
tions. But the hand-to-hand encoun- 
ters, the bayonet charges, the horror of 
it all playing havoc upon its leading 
characters, eroding not only their 
bodies but their brains until some of 


them are raving maniacs, is grimly but 
marvelously picturized. 
used

the camera with excellent effect 


thruout. The screen play is by George 
Abbott and the dialog by Maxwell 
Anderson. All of them unconsciously 
perhaps, but nevertheless, co-ordinating 
on the greatest sermon that has ever 
been written against war. Even children 
seeing it should be affected by such a 
revulsion that they would discard their 
toy soldiers and trappings of war. 

Having secured Milestone, Abbott and 
Anderson for direction and writing, Uni- 
versal secured a perfect cast to portray 
he various roles of these Germans. 
Lewis Ayres, an unknown, steps to fame 
in the role of Paul, while Louis Wolheim 
again gives one of his perfect characteri- 
zations in the role of Katzcinsky. John 
Wray is excellent cast as the domineer- 
ing Himmelstoss, who is the epitome of 
Prussianism. “Slim” Summerville, Rus- 
sell Gleason, William Bakewell, Scott 
Kolk, Walter Browne Rogers, Ben Alex- 
ander, Owen Davis Jr., Beryl Mercer and 
Harold Goodwin are among others in the 
perfectly balanced cast. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION 
—The natural move on this one 
would be to fit the lobby with the 
trappings of war. Personally | 
would eliminate all of this type 
exploitation and go at it from the 
angle of a picture to end war. | 
would appeal to the School Commis- 
sioners, to ministers and women’s 


clubs, and would give a private 
screening for every minister. No 
matter what denomination and 


how opposed they are to the thea- 
ter, they could not refuse to see 
this production. 1 would get 
women’s clubs to take up the idea 
of War To End War. | would not 
play upon the battle scenes. The 
idea is to make the public realize 
that this is a picture made to teach 
one to hate war. It is not a 
woman's picture, yet every woman 
should see it. It is not a child's 
picture, yet every boy should see it. 
Then, too, | would use my efforts 
to secure the co-operation of the 
local Boy Scout Patrol, and re- 
member to cut out all references 
to heroics, for there are none.

“Redemption” 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At the Capitol 

This is John Gilbert's second talking 
production and is a vast improvement 
over his first voice cffort, His Glorious 
Night. The nasal twang that was the 
bane of the Gilbert vocal tones are 
nearly entirely lost in this production, 
and while there is much room for im- 
provement in the Gilbert manner of de- 
livery, he still seems more at ease with 
dialog and not so evidently conscious 
that he is battling with a different 
branch of histrionism than that with 
which he was familiar. Then, too, his 
advanced self-assurance in the handling 
of dialog has brought a pronounced 
value to his pantomimic ability. In 
spite of the fact that there is this im- 
provement, it is still not the John Gil- 
bert of the silent days; but at any rate, 
those who thought he was lost to the 
screen in his first handling of dialog 
will find plenty of room for hope that 
he will still retain his prominent posi- 
tion on the screen. 

Gilbert, it must be admitted, is a 
courageous player. Even in the silent 
davs he was willing to accept roles that 
took him away from the sheik characters 
that had idealized him to feminine fans. 
He is once again courageous in this 
play based on the story The Living 
Corpse, by Count Leo Tolstoi, and pro- 
duced as a play by Arthur Hopkins. He 


has anything but a sympathetic char- 
acter. In fact, he is irresponsible, dis- 
solute and finally almost despicable, 


however, expiating his sins against him- 
and the woman he loved by one 
glorious deed 

As might have been suspected this is 
a picture for mature and sophisticated 
audiences. This is heavy drama and at 
times takes on a cumbersome pace, how- 
ever, working up to an excellent climax

band, Victor (Conrad Nagel), visiting a 
gypsy camp.

He happens to be an old 
college friend of Nagel’s, who, tho com- 
ine from blue-blooded stock, has a bit 
of the vagabond in him and yearns for 
the nomadic and Bohemian life of these 
care-free people of the woods. It is love 
at first sizht and soon he has wooed 
and won the rich girl, Lisa. From then 
on he gambles, drinks, forgets his home 
ties for the love of a gypsy woman and 
finally writes a note to his wife telling 
her he is committing suicide and she 
is free to marry Nagel But he hasn't 
the courage to kill himself and many

months after his wife's marriage, he, in 
a drunken carousal, divulges the secret 
that she has committed bigamy. A 


blackmailer tries to get him to force 
money from her and when he refuses 
has him arrested and unfolds the story. 
With the wife up before the court Gil- 
bert is summoned, denounces the court 
and finally kills himself 


EXPLOITATION SUGGES- 
TION: Play up Gilbert, it is evi- 
dent that he will come back. In 
spite of the sordidness of the story 
it has some excellent love scenes 
and Gilbert proves a dashing lover 
in the first few reels of the pic- 
ture. A gypsy atmosphere in the 
lobby of the theater, with gaily 
colored shawls, tambourines and a 
woodland setting should attract. A 
printed card, “Can a man thru self- 
destruction expiate the sins that 
he has committed toward a woman 
who has loved him thru his weak- 
nesses and his errors?” might give 
a certain interest. Then in your 
newspaper ads or in trailers or 
cards in your lobby you might say: 
“How many Lisas are there in this 
community? Lisa in ‘Redemption’ 
is a woman who sees her husband 
fall from one vice to another and 
yet when a stronger man loves her 
she is unable to say that she does 
not still love the man who has 
brought sorrow to her door and all 
but broken her heart. How many 
women cling on, hoping against 
hope, that they can bring the 
Redemption to a husband that they 
have hoped and prayed for?"”. Get 
your loca! libraries to boost the 
Tolstoi novel, “The Living Corpse,” 
from which the film is made, 
also your bookstores.

Another talkie to be merely dubbed 
a fair programer all because of the 
story. It is an adaptation of the Cousin 
Kate play by Hubert Henry Davies, and 
for the most part is possessed of the 
same old love theme one has seen time 
and time again. Too bad that the good 
cast, direction and production should 
have been wasted on a story such as this. 
But it is those factors that save the 
talkie, making it somewhat entertaining. 

Dorothy Mackaill is the star of it, 
while Sidney Blackmer is featured. Their 
names mean something in filmdom, and 
thus will possibly help to draw them to 
the b. 0. Miss Mackaill has been more 
fortunate than Blackmer in acquiring 
a suitable role. She shows up quite well, 
and her characterization and pleasant 
speaking voice are the prime factors. 
There is always that delightful smooth- 
ness about her performances. Blackmer 
has a tough role to wield, yet he tries 
hard and makes it mean something. 

The other parts are small, and of them 
all Warner Richmond stands out about 
the best. Others are Julanne Johnston, 
Katherine Claire Ward and Micky Ben- 
nett. William A. Seiter directed, and 
he succeeded in making the film run 
consistently smooth. 

Story is all about the hardships and 
delights of love. Blackmer has a long 
engagement with Miss Johnston, tho 
nearing his wedding day he realizes he 


doesn't love her The same attitude is 
held by the girl for him, as she is in 
love with Warner Richmond, a judge. 


But both possess great pride and honor, 
willing to forsake true love so as not to 
hurt each other. Then Miss Mackaill 
steps into the plot. It’s a case of love 


at first sight between her and Blackmer. 
She, too, feels that the marriage must 
take place. 

However, Miss Mackaill soons learns 
that the soon-to-be bride is in love with 
the Judge. Just before the wedding she 
puts a lot of medicine into a punch 
drink for the Judge, which reacts as a 
knockout drink for him just when he is 
almost thru officiating at the marriage 
ceremony. The happy ending is achieved 
when the bride-to-be runs to him, say- 
ing words of endearment. Meanwhile 
Blackmer and Miss Mackaill stage a hud- 
dle of their own. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGES- 
TION: The title of this talkie is 
quite a good one, and can be 
played up effectively for exploita- 
tion tieups. It’s dubbed “Strictly 
Modern” so your lobby can be 
decorated with all the gay coloring 
and queer shapes and figure de 
signs that go with that modern- 
istic tendency. Then, too, you 
might induce a fashion shop dealer 
to loan you several of his latest 
gowns. These to be displayed 
prominently in the lobby. It would 
be better still if you could get a 
couple of mannequins to wear them 
and parade in the lobby or in front 
of the house. Large signs bearing 
on the story could be used. Such 
as “Do You Believe in Love at 
First Sight?”", or “Would You 
Sacrifice True Love To Carry Out 
a Promise of Marriage?”

“The New Adventures of 


Doctor Fu Manchu” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 

As a sequel to The Mysterious Dr. 
Fu Manchu, produced last year by Para- 
mourt, the screen production holding 
forth this week at the local and Brook- 
lyn Paramount theaters, proved fully 
as interesting, mysterious and menacing 
es its predecessor. The present film, an 
adaptation from another of Sax Roh- 
mer’s novels, The Return of Dr. Fu 
Manchu, has been commendably done by 
Florence Ryerson and Lloyd Corrigan, 
and the photography by A. J. Stout, as 
well as the dialog and sound recording, 
are all that could possibly be expected 
To the director, possibly, can be credited 
an achievement seldom accomplished 
with a picture of this sort, when an en- 
thusiastic audience broke into rousing 
applause at the finish. And we doubt 
that it was in derision either, for the 
delicate line between stark tragedy and 
ridiculous comedy has been carefully 
drawn and all of the blood-curdling 
drama has been faithfully kept on an 
even balance. 

Rowland V, Lee was the director, and 
the excellent cast of principals who ap- 
peared with the prototype are also to be 
found with this production. Warner 
Oland, as Dr. Fu, continues to send the 
chills running up and down one's spine, 
and the young lovers, Jean Arthur and 
Neil Hamilton, alternatingly and _ to- 
gether, experience the adventures of hor- 
rible near-death and torture. O. P. 
Heggie, as the indomitable Nay!or Smith, 
gives a smooth and wholly creditable 
performance William Austin, who was 
the comedy mainstay of the last Fu 
Manchu production, continues to keep 
a hysterical audience in stitches with 
his affected old maidish and neurotic 
mannerisms. Splendid support is given 
these by Evelyn Hall (Lady Agatha), 
Margaret Fealy (Lady Helen), Evelyn 
Selbie (Fai Lu), Shay'e Gardner, David 
Dunbar, Tetsu Komal, Toyo Fujita and 
Ambrose Barker. 

The story continues with the after 
events which ended the last Fu Manchu 
story. The wedding, which we presumed 
would take place after the death of Dr. 
Fu, is completely disrupted by the ter- 
rifying news that Fu Manchu ts not dead 
and the message that he intends to con- 
tinue his ruthless bloodshed until the 
death of his wife and child is avenged 
in the death of Dr. Petrie, the last of 
the descendants of the man who caused 
his misfortune during the Boxer Rebel- 
lion.

Charles Murray is starred in this pic- 
ture, Clancy in Wall Street, playing the 
title role. An excellent cast supports 
tim. The scenario, an entertaining and 
laugh-packed feature running one hour 
and 14 minutes, was written by Ralph 
Bell and Jack Wagner. A good piece of 
direction was done by Ted Wilde. 

The capable cast, most of whom essay 
dificult dialect roles, includes Lucien 
Litt'efield, Aggie Herring.

“The Break Up” 

(TALKING PICTURE EPICS) 

At Loew’s New York 

Alaska, such as pictorialiced in Te 
Break Up, is painted as a land of entic- 
ing adventure for camera and travel 
huntsmen, thru the medium of a talk_ng 
lecture and some excellent scenic photog- 
raphy. Picture is feature length, and a 
travelog of consistent interest, synchro- 
nized with dialog and music. Capt. Jack 
Robertson and his canine pal, Snooker, 
are the featured players of the story- 
like trip thru wildest and most desolate 
Alaska. 

A voyage and danger-filled trek across 
the Rockies of Alaska to the majestic 
Yukon River, and thence back along the 
coast line to the starting point, interest- 
ingly told in accompanying dialog, is the 
theme-basis of the production. The trip, 
which takes the spectator almost an 
hour to accomplish in the theater, was 
actually made in about 18 months. The 
title is derived from the seasonal changes 
encountered on the trip, which lasted 
from “the great break up of ice” from 
one winter to the “freeze up” of the 
second winter following. It is said that 
in this way do the Eskimos reckon their 
arctic summers. 

Some most interesting shots of North 
American wild game have been secured 
in this film, all of them filmed in their 
Native habitat. From the lower coast to 
the highest mountain peaks, Nature’s 
wonders in the Far North have been ex- 
posed by the camera. Animal life en- 
countered on the expedition includes 
basking seals, Rocky Mountain goats, 
black bears, the faithful pack and sled 
dogs, Alaskan white sheep, Alaskan foxes, 
ptarmigans, caribou, great schools of 
spawning salmon, reindeer, brown bears, 
Alaskan moose, birds, squirrels and por- 
cupines. And none of the splendor and 
awe-inspiring beauty of the Alaskan 
landscape has been missed. The story- 
telling method of the picture is one of 
its strongest selling points. The film 
is far from being dull or monotonous, 
tho it is not strong enough to monopo- 
lize an entire program. 

PERSONAL EXPLOITATION 
SUGGESTION: There are unlim- 
ited exploitation possibilities to 
this picture. Southern exhibitors. 
who will soon be getting hot 
weather, will find the Arctic at- 
mosphere of the film a good selling 
point. Trapping and huntsman’s 
trophies and paraphernalia should 
be a good lobby bally. Pull a street 
stunt with a big brown bear wres- 
tling a man, the while streamers 
and placards are distributed about 
the untamed quadrupeds in the na- 
tive haunts which can be seen in 
“The Break Up” at your theater. 
The dog pal, Snooker, could be made 
the subject of a newspaper contest 
about dogs and dog fanciers, run 
along the lines of “Famous Dog 
Stories”. And don't forget the 
possibilities of trade from educa- 
tional institutions in your neigh- 
borhood, particularly since this 
picture should appeal to youngsters 
as well as grown-ups.

“The King of Jazz” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Roxy 
Starring the rotund Paul Whiteman 
and directed by John Murray Anderson, 
known to Broadway as the director and 


producer of many legitimate revues for 
the New York stage, this turns out to be 
a lavish, stupendous and _ spectacular 
production, fashioned after the Broad- 
way Anderson productions, but on a 
much larger scale. The production is 
entirely in Technicolor and there is one 
brilliant scene following closely on the 
heels of another broken only by short 
comedy skits or anecdotes, as Charles 
Irwin, acting as master of ceremonies, 
sees fit to term them. These skits are 
similar to the ones seen in legitimate 
productions of this type and a couple 
of them were lifted from the last John 
Murray Anderson production, Almanacs. 

The picture is kept at rather a fast 
tempo, except for one number, The 
Bridal Veil, which follows the usual cos- 
tume parace that has become a feature 
of the Anderson shows and allows for 
the appearance of many beautiful girls 
stunningly gowned. The start of the 
picture is thoroly original and is an 
animated cartoon comedy, the first ever 
produced in Technicolor, which features 
Whiteman and visualizes how the jazz 
leader inherited the title of The King of 
Jazz. 

The chief fault with the film is the 
fact that there is not more of White- 
man. While the Whiteman orchestra 
plays the entire score it is only in two 
or three sequences they appear on the 
screen. One of these is The Rhapsody in 
Blue, when the camera is shifted from 
grotesque dancers to beautifully gowned 
girls and bizarre settings. In the talk- 
ing scenes in which Whiteman appears 
the famous leader presents a camera 
personality that is thoroly pleasing 

John Boles and Jeannette Loff are the 
chief singers of the production, being 
allotted the chief singing numbers, 
Monterey and The Song of the Dawn, 
which has already become popular on 
the air. Boles appears to far better ad- 
vantage in this production than he did 
in his own starring vehicle, Captain of the 
Guard. Among other featured players 
in the production are Laura La Plante, 
Glenn Tryon, Merna Kennedy, Kathryn 
Crawford, Stanley Smith, William Kent, 
the Sisters G., Wilbur Hall, the Rhythm 
Boys, the Brox Sisters, George Chiles, 
Jeannie Lang and a group of Russell 
Markert Dancers. 

The entire production is a chameleonic 
panorama of loveliness and done in ex- 
cellent taste. While there are numerous 
stupendous scenes, the finale of the 
revue, The Melting Pot of Music, is as 
it should be the climax of kaleidoscopic 
brilliance. While Anderson used this 
idea in his first stage presentation for 
the Publix Circuit, the screen allows him 
such a wide scope with so many hun- 
dreds of players that the original idea 
fades into insignificance. There is 
plenty of catchy music, numerous good 
laughs, and for sheer beauty The Kingof 
Jazz will hold its own with the best. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGES- 
TION: Use the name Whiteman 
to conjure with. There is no ham- 
let or village in the country where 
this famous exponent of classic 
jazz is unknown. Boost his rec- 
ords, ask your music stores to 
plug his records and they will 
gladly do so. Appeal to the femi- 
nine contingent by the brilliant 
costume display. Musical notes 
adorning the lobby, or frames of 
sheet music made popular by 
Whiteman, would make a_ nice 
frame display. If you can afford 
it carry a blue idea out in your 
lobby color decorations for “The 
Rhapsody in Blue”, the high spot 
of the production. If you have a 
master of ceremonies, crown him 
during the week preceding the 
production as the king of jazz of 
your community. If there are any 
local musicians.in your town, see 
if you can’t arrange a king of jazz 
contest at your theater.

OTWITHSTANDING the common cry of hard times and business 

depression, the fact remains that a clean big top, pitched even 

at a cross-roads town, will create considerable interest and will 
bring the townsfolk out to see what it’s all about. With the crowd at 
the main entrance, it remains for the attraction to draw them in, and 
unless you do draw them in your chances for a profitable engagement 
are nil. 


There is no denying that money is tight in all sections of the country, 
with the result that tent-show patrons are becoming a bit particular in 
purchasing entertainment. They have been bilked in the past by show 
owners offering last year’s bills under new titles and representing their 
shows as being entirely different, and took it good-naturedly. 


Money was plentiful then. But, with their allowance for amusements 
cut to a minimum, they have become show wise. They have learned to 
find out definitely if the show really is different than in past seasons, or 
whether the only thing new about the attraction is the cast, before laying 
their cold cash on the line,

From a Director’s Point of View

Stating his side of a controversial sub- 
ject, the matter of casting, E. D. Shon- 
berger, director of the Dakota Play- 
makers, says: 

“Edmond Rostand knew his Coquelin 
so well that he could write a Cyrano 
and a Chantecler to fit the actor’s talents 
perfectly. The former play owed its 
initial success to Coquelin, and the fact 
that he died before the second was pro- 
duced does not impair the point I wish 
to make. 


“There is no actor, however versatile, 
who can interpret all roles equally well. 
Certain parts are ‘just made’ for certain 
actors, and the more often these two can 
be brought together, the better for all 
concerned. Coquelin as Chantecler would 
have been magnificent; Maude Adams 
did well in the part, but she did neither 
herself nor the part justice. 


“He who would produce a great play 
must know where he can lay hands on 
a great actor. We ought always to be 
able to say with Shakespeare's rustics: 
‘And here is a play fitted.’ 


“In a company of talented actors there 
should be a play for every one of them, 
and if the director wishes to pass the 
plums, he will find a play for each. How 
can the Little Theater of the collece- 
producing group use this system? In 
academic circles there is considerable 
controversy over the matter of casting 
One says that the farther from his own 
disposition and temperament you can cast 
a boy, the more real development he will 
get. That may be only partly true. 


The part which is too unlike the actor 
is liable to call for forced expression, 
which precludes all natural unfolding in 
simple spontaneity and freedom from 
self-consciousness. It is extremely poor 
pedagogy to assign a student a role too 
old for his experience or his years. It 
is equally poor pedagogy to assign roles 
entirely foreign to his nature. 


“However, when the object of the pro- 
duction is educational, the principle of 
opposites in casting may well be experi- 
mented with. If the object is public 
patronage and public favor, fitness is the 
main consideration. 


“I have heard college directors boast 
that they produce none but high-class 
drama, and I have heard others criticized 
for producing too much light stuff. Both 
may be right and both may be wrong. 
All depends upon the class of actors 
they have to deal with. No greater harm 
can be done to the cause of drama in 
any community than that which comes 
from producing great plays without ade- 
quate talent to represent them. It is 
wiser to develop talent with light pieces 
before attempting the heavy and serious. 


“As director of a university group, I 
have always kept certain favorite plays 
on the reserve shelf in my mind waiting 
for the right student to appear. Lady 
Windermere’s Fan was one of these. Last 
summer, for the first time in 10 years, an 
unmistakable Mrs. Erlynne presented her- 
self, the supporting cast was easily re- 
cruited, and the play was thoroly ap- 
preciated by a large audience. Again, 
A Doll’s House has been hanging fire 
ever since I began directing in a Scan- 
dinavian community. I knew an Ibsen 
play would go well if it were well done. 
As it was my favorite, I resolved to pro- 
duce it or nothing of Ibsen's. This year 
IT found a Nora in a young lady of 18, who 
had the insight of a mature woman. The 
venture was a great success in every way. 
Had my Nora been a mental and spiritual 
misfit, Ibsen would have been ruined as 
far as this community was concerned. 
The same experience I had with The 
Fool. After waiting several years for an 
adequate student, I found a Daniel Gil- 
christ among the members of the faculty. 
He set the stride, and the rest of the 
cast learned to heep step. The play is 
looked upon as a landmark of achieve- 
ment locally. 


“I believe directors owe it to them- 
selves, to their actors and to the com- 
munity to make their play bills fit the 
people they have to work with. A good 
play can always wait until an actor turns 
up who can carry the principal role with 
power and distinction. Meanwhile. a 
light comedy, be it remembered, is ex- 
cellent practice in developing talent on 
the side of sureness of touch, ease, grace, 
simplicity and spontaneity.”

Village Studio Guild, Ogun- 
quit, successfully supported 
by 6-week audience 


The Village Studio Guild, 
quit, Me., probably differs from any 
other little theater in America in that 
it has for actors and audience a six 
weeks’ floating population: “a moment 
here, then gone forever” perhaps, and 
yet, in spite of it, has been continuously 
successful for 15 years both financially 
and artistically. 

Mrs. Merrydelle Hoyt, president of the 
Guild, tells us that whatever the popu- 
lation lacks in stability it makes up in 
quality and diversity. Intellectual peo- 
ple with good taste from all over the 
world come to the Village Studio of 
Ogunquit. 

Built in 1915, it has always been self- 
supporting—all the box-office receipts 
going for equipment and labor and the 
director's salary, except for occasional 
donations for the good of the village. 
The building is loaned to the Guild by 
the owners without charge. 

Many noted ptrsons have taken part: 
Willy Pogany has designed scenery; 
Margaret Wycherly, well-known Broad- 
way actress, has acted; so have Marie 
Wainwright and Mary Shaw. Many 
promising young actors now on the pro- 
fessional stage made their debut at the 
Village Studio in Maine. 

The first production of the French 
play, Dr. Knock, ever given in America 
took place here—-that was before Gran- 
ville Barker’s translation! Enterprising 
adventurers of the group found an early 
French car—a De Dion Bouton—in an 
old machine shop in York and trucked 
it 10 miles, putting it om the stage for 
the performance. It was built in the 
days before mudguards and windshields 
had been invented; in fact, it was the 
first automobile ever brought to York 
County, Me. 

The Guild has a novel feature in the 
way of putting on play readings, with 
every detail of stage set and action the 
same as in a regular performance. This 
enebles them to corral Many summer 
notables who cannot give the time to 
learning a part. These acted play 
readings are most popular and fill the 
auditorium. 

A popular feature is coffee on the 
roof garden during the second inter 
mission which serves two purposes; it 
covers the noise of changing of acts and 
promotes the exchanging of ideas. An 
artificial moon hangs over the roof 
garden, too. 

Seating capacity of the little theater 
is 300. The plays usually run two 
nights, charging $1.50 for the premiere 
and $1 for the second performance. All 
the seats are good, as they are elevated 
by means of removable platforms.

BERLIN, April 14.—With a staff of 
about 20 in addition to nine bookers 
and two supervising managers, the newly 
formed agency, Parenna, started work 
and is claiming good results for a be- 
ginning that must necessarily be slow 
on account of competition by the former 
agents who are still doing business until 
the end of the year. It is estimated that 
the monthly overhead of the Parenna is 
about $10,000 and will automatically en- 
large in the future thru traveling ex- 
penses and opening of branch offices in 
some provincial cities, all the staff being 
on fixed salaries without share of the 
commission, which is 4 per cent of the 
actors’ salaries. As reported previously, it 
is the German Government that finances 
the Parenna solely, not one cent being 
invested by either the International Art- 
ists’ Lodge nor the Vaudeville Managers’ 
Association. With existing conditions of 
every place of entertainment over here 
independent and no circuits like those in 
the States and in England, business nat- 
urally is entirely different, every man- 
ager in Germany having to be served 
separately and, a rather important point, 
secretly without his opposition in the 
same town gaining any knowledge of 
business transacted. The Marx chain of 
houses is the only circuit of vaudeville 
theaters, but is reported to be booked 
ahead for quite a while, with a slim 
chance of one act to fill now and then. 
UFA, the German Publix, only books very 
few acts for its picture houses, offering 
the usual split weeks, excepting for the 
Universum and the Hamburg Palace, 
where two weeks each is given.

It so happens that at the time this editorial 
was published Christy Bros.’ Circus was playing an 
engagement in Las Vegas. The Las Vegas Daily 
Optic accepted advertising from the show. The 
contract was made with Joe Roades, of the circus, 
who paid the newspaper $37.37 and gave it 35 passes. 
The newspaper, to be sure, ran some readers and 
used a mat—but we maintain that the paper's duty 
to the show did not end there, especially when the 
publication found the advertising welcome and the 
passes acceptable. 

On the night of the performance the circus 


plaved to less than 200 paid admissions—BUT 
EVERY SINGLE ONE OF THE PASSES 


GIVEN THE LAS VEGAS DAILY OPTIC 
SHOWED UP. 

You will note that mention of the circus is men- 
tioned less often in the editorial than is the carni- 
val.

EVERAL weeks ago we published an article,

It is Mr. Brown’s idea that an organization 
might be formed (possibly something on the order 
of the Circus Fans’ Association) which would 
include newspapermen who are interested in the 
welfare and future of the theater. The members 
would offer their services in promoting the return 
of the theater in their territory and assist in every 
way possible in making better the possibilities for 
legitimate touring attractions. They would recom- 
mend also what appeal had best be made to secure 
support and arouse interest from their particular 
section of the country. 

There is no doubt but that if properly worked 
out the idea has possibilities. Such an affiliated 
body could accomplish great good for the theater 
and should be welcomed by managers interested 
in sending companies on tour. 

The Circus Fans’ Association and the Circus 
Saints and Sinners of America have done wonders 
in creating interest and good will for the circus; in 
combating legislative measures oppressive to the 
interests of the circus and, in general, making things 
easier for the tented world. 

Why not something similar for the theater? And 
who could do more than a group of sincerg and 
theater-loving newspapermen? The two professions 
are closely akin and there is a strong tic that binds 
them together. 

If such a project is to get anywhere it must 
be made clear by the scribes that the organization 
under no circumstances can be made the object or 


medium for space-grabbing tactics on the part of 
press agents, producers or promoters,

The Tent-Show Men Can Blame 


Themselves for Increased Fees 


iE tent-show operators are finding that in 
T nany towns the license has been boosted con- 

siderably since last year. In practically every 
case the reason for the increase has been traced to 
action brought by the local motion picture ex- 
hibitors. 

It is a sad condition and one that is unwar- 
ranted, It is as plain as the nose on one’s face, ta 
be trite, that tent shows bring money into any town 
rather than take it out. But, at any rate, that is 
the argument that has been used successfully by the 
motion picture theaters in getting the action they 
desired. The picture exhibitors have succeeded in 
convincing the town councils that they have been 
laboring under greatly increased overhead the past 
year and cannot afford outside competition from 
traveling tent troupes. 

We don’t deny that the installation of sound has 
been costly, but neither have we forgotten that sound 
has eliminated musicians and drawing 
power. Also, in most cases, it has boosted box- 
office prices. These factors, we believe, have more 
than balanced the cost of installation. But that is 
beside the point—the argument works and the tent 
shows suffer. 

On the other hand, we don’t entirely blame the 
exhibitor. After all it is a case of the survival of 
the fittest and if the exhibitor meets no opposition 
in safeguarding his position the blame cannot be 
placed on his shoulders. 

The tent-show operators can-beat the game in 
practically every case if they will but take the 
trouble to get together and do so. Sitting back and 
bemoaning their fate will get them nothing but 
more grief.

Movie Reproductions 
Fditor The Billboard: 

Has any material progress been made in 
movie reproduction during the past two de- 
cades? 

It seems that acrobatic slips, slides, skews, 


sidesteps, fadeaways, bulrushes, etc., are as 
much in evidence today as ever. 
If we view a legitimate stage production 


with a cast of, say, 100, on a 100-foot stage, 
then afterwards in viewing the movie repro- 
duction as projected upon the screen, we find 
that in order to show the entire cast it is 
necessary to “‘retreat’’ the scene to a distance 
which might be estimated to be anywhere 
from a thousand to two or three thousand 
feet from the spectator. Then again a 
“closeup” eliminates the entire cast, with the 
exception of two or three members; only an 
arm, an ear or a nose protruding from the 
margins here and there to remind us that 
others are ‘“‘in the picture’. 

Elongated saloons, banquet halls, stairs, 
starting chutes and the like have helped in 
their way. but movie reproduction must neces- 
sarily be considered in its infancy or experi- 
mental stage until such a time when it ac- 
tually reproduces the legitimate in its every 
phase.

HIS year, for the first time in history, the 
destinies of America’s six foremost cir- 
cuses are in the hands of one man. Un- 
like some branches of the amusement 
business, the “white tops” are fortunate 
in being under the direction of a master 

showman. 

Also, for the first time in recent years, thousands 
of people in the tented world are entering a season 
with their minds at ease and with definite knowledge 


as to just how they stand. This condition was 
forecasted when Jchn Ringling came into control 
of the circus field last September, and it has 


materialized. 


When the American Circus Corporation extended 
its scope in the fall of 1828 and purchased the Al 
G. Barnes end Sparks circuses, rumors of still fur- 
ther acquisitions on the part of the firm, which 
would include the Ringling Bros.’ and Barnum & 
Bailey Show, became persistent and a topic of con- 
versation thruout the circus wor'd. The majority 
of the army of employees of the corporation shows 
seemed to be firmly of the opinion that the Ring- 
ling organizetion was next in line for annexation. 

These rumors, with the aid of some of the cor- 
poration’s representatives, reached newspapers and 
circusgoers in all parts of the country, who credited 
them in many instances and freely discussed the 
result of such a merger. It Was generally believed 
that a move of this character would mé€an a reduc- 
tion in size of the Ringling-Barnum Show and that 
America would soon see its last really big circus. 
And that is exactly what would have happened had 
Dame Rumor been substantiated by fact. 


That Ringing had any intention of extending 
his holdings in the ficld in which his organization 
surpassen was not even remotely predicted.. Con- 
sequently, when the press of twc hemispheres an- 
nounced the Ringline purchase of the American 
Circus Corporation and its five shows, the circus 
world was astounded and its patrons were happy. 
The action meant bigger end better things instead 
of the reverse. 


Increased Individuality 


Ringling methods have been responsible for the 
elevation of “The Greatest Show on Earth” to the 
highest plane ever attained in the circus world. 
Under Ringling leadership, the Sells-Floto, Hagen- 
beck-Wallace, John Robinson, Al G. Barnes and 
Sparks circuses will strictly adhere to Ringling poli- 


cies. But these shows will retain their individuali- 
ties. They will not all be of the same pattern and 
will mot be operated along the lines followed by 


chain stores or motion picture circuits. The system 
which Ringling has established is designed to in- 
crease individuality rather than to smother it. A 
circus may advertise itself as one that is different 
and it may actually be different. Ideas for innova- 
tions will be welcomed and appreciated, no matter 
from which show they emanate. John Ringling 
realizes that no one man has a monopoly On ideas 
and that several heads are often better than one, 
a fact which executives of the Big Show, who have 
attended his midnight and early morning confer- 
ences for years, will verify 

It is the aim of Ringling to make all of his 
circuses nationally known and for them to have 
nation-wide drawing power. This will not only 
increase their value, but will simplify routing prob- 
lems 

At the present time, outside of the Ringling- 
Barnum Circus, the Sells-Floto Show is the only 
one of his group that is well known in every section 
of the country. The Barnes and Sparks circuses 
will be into new to them and firmly 
establish their titles over a greater range of territory 
in which they may successfully exhibit. This, in a 


sent fields 


somewhat smaller measure, will also apply to the 
itineraries of the Hagenbeck-Wallace and Robinson 
shows. 


With the American public thoroly aware of the 


fact that all of these circuses are Now Ringling 
organizations, with the great Ringling resources and 
principles solidly behind them, the names of these 
shows can be established in new territory in a snorter 
span of years than would be possible otherwise. 
For the Ringling 1 has meant a guarantee of 
promises fulfilled fcr almost half a century and 
eliminates that uncertainty on the part of the public 
which has cost many a circus of lesser standing 


substantial sums when breaking in new territory. 


Expansion Possible 


The new ownership has made it possible to sub- 
stantially enlarge these circuses if expansion is 
justified. This would probably have been out of 
the question under their former management, for 
there is a vast difference between big showmen and 
small ones. 

Circus history proves that big circuses can be 
successful only when in the hands of big showmen 
The operation of circuses of really gigantic propor- 
tions was never even attempted by the American 
Circus Corporation. While the powerful competition 
of the Ringling-Barnum organization was partly 
responsible for this, it must be remembered that the 
Ringling Brothers enlarged the show which bore 
their name by leaps and bounds in the days of 
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Billboard

circuses larger than any the American Circus Cor- 
poration ever owned. 

From an efficiency standpoint, the wholesale 
elimination of opposition under the new order is of 
paramount importance. The Ringling Bros, and 
Barnum & Bailey Show has, in the past, cost the 
very circuses now odded to the Ringling fold count- 
less fortunes in their billing against the Big Show. 
When daring routing brought them into the cities 
or vicinity in which the Ringling-Barnum Circus 
was advertised to exhibit, the business of these shows 
usually suffered and their expenses invariably 
rocketed. 

The covering and recovering of paper was costly 
and frequently took place in cities which were well 
known to be unable to give even one circus anything 
better than a fair day’s revenue. And when opposi- 
tion raised the expenses of a circus, not one cent of 
the additional money spent went when it should have 
gone—into better entertainment for circus patrons. 


Circus World Healthier 


With this condition largely removed,and opposi- 
tion reduced to a minimum, the circus world is in 
a healthier condition today than at any time since 
its inception. Proporticnately, more money will be 
spent this year by tented shows for the entertain- 
ment of the millions of men, women and children 
who buy circus tickets than ever before. 


A more even distribution of circuses will result

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from their being under one management. Cities 
in many sections of the United States and Canada 
which have been flooded with tented shows within 
a few days of each other, every season, will now 
have their circus entertainmeni in sane parcels 
rather than an epidemic of shows within a short 
space of time. Some cities will be visited by more 
than one of the circuses under Ringling management 
each year, but the public will be given a breathing 
spell between the engagements. 


Railroad Movements and routes can now be are 
ranged with fewer changes and more efficiency than 
at any time within memory, 


That the performances of the Sells-Floto, Hagen- 
beck-Wallace, Robinson, Barnes and Sparks circuses 
will receive the same careful scrutiny given those 
of the Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Show 
is a certainty. No act or feature which can in any 
way cast even a suggestion of unwholesomeness will 
find a place on their programs. The stunts that the 
clowns do comically will be planned seriously, that 
their “walk-arounds” may excite effective and spon- 
taneous mirth and at the same time not offend 
circus patrons. For Ringling is definite in his 
stand that the circus shall be one amusement which 
is free from suggestiveness. 

Features of the type previously seen only in the 
mammoth main tent of the Ringling-Barnum Circus 
will now be presented by the newly acquired shows, in 
@ somewhat smaller way, perhaps, but none the less 


pronounced. These circuses, which in the past have 
often copied the outstanding features of the show, 
will now eget them first-handed from the circus 
general. 


Enormous Resources 


The erormous resources which have enabled the 
world’s largest circus to constantiy scour the entire 
earth for new features and wonders are available 
to strengthen the performances of its five new allies. 

The circus field is fortunate in being in the hands 
of a man who is artistic—a man who owns the 


largest and most magnificent private ‘art museum 


, 


in the world, housing an unsurpassed collection of 
priceless paintings and sculpture, 

Art certainly has a place in a circus performance, 
altho, perhaps, amusement goers have not associated 
the “big tops” so closely with it as in entertainment 
of quieter colors Nevertheless, color harmony and 
beautiful and artistic wardrobing have been a pow- 
erful factor in the success of the Ringling Brothers 
and Barnum & Bailey organization. That Ring- 
ling’s influence in this direction has already ex- 
tended to the five circuses added to his fold will be 
in evidence in the near future. This is particularly 
true of the smaller circuses of the newly acquired 
group. 


Improved Posters 


John Ringling’s appreciation of art will also mani- 
fest itself in the printing matter used to advertise 
circuses of the future. That this is inevitable is in- 
dicated in a serles of new posters now heralding “The 
Greatest Show on Earth”. Last year several styles 
of circus biils, modernistic in design and of infinite- 
ly more artistic value than any previously seen on 
billboards or in store windows on this side of the 
Atiantic were used to advertise the Big Show. The 
bills were drawn by one of America's foremost 
poster artists. 

To say that these posters created More comment 
than any circus bills in generations would be a 
conservative statement. To the public in general, 
they were of an un€xpected appearance and con- 
sequently did just what they were intended to do— 
attract attention. To those of artistic taste and dis. 
cernment they were a delightful innovation. But 
to the rank and file of the men employed in the 
billing of circuses they were hailed as downright 
atrocities. The billers didn't like these posters, 
because they were different from any they had ever 
seen before and consequently they just figured that 
there must be something wrong with them. This 
is not surprising, however, when it is considered 
that for generations the supervision of circus print- 
ing has been in the hands of men, who while highly 
capable in directing the billing vf a circus, have 
seldom been fitted either by training or instinct to 
handle problems in which design, color or pictoria! 
composition are involved 

It is the ambition of Ringling to raise the 
standard of circus posters to a higher degree of ar- 
tistic excellence than has been attained in this 
branch of lithographic art. The possessor of Michael 
Angelo’s immortal “David” and the largest indi- 
vidually owned collection of Rubens in the world 
sees no reason why circus posters which are pleasing 
to the eyes cannot at the same time be circusy” 
He doesn’t believe that it is mecessary for circuses 
to follow tradition to the extent of advertising 
themselves with bills of riotous, clashing colors and 
recklessly thrown-together conglomerations of con- 
flicting detail. Bills of this type are slated to go 
They will not disappear entirely this year or nex‘ 
but an era of Ciscrimination has demanded their exit 
and Ringling will usher them out. 

Taken as a whole, the thousands of people in 
circusdom who have automatically become employees 
of John Ringline are enthusiastic about the new 
ownership and have taken kindly to it. Of course, 
no group of persons can completely change in a day, 
@ month or a short period of time what has been 
growing in them for years, no matter how sensib:y 
they realize that changes are imperative. But the 
realization that the changes will be for improvement 
under the direction of the most successful showman 
in the “white top” world, has done much to create 
whole-hesrted co-operation in doing things in ways 
somewhat different to them. 


Suggestions Welcome 


The attitude of an official for years with corpora- 
tion shows, who recently attended a conference with 
Ringling and his executives in Sarasota, Fla., serves 
to illustrate how the circus magnate’s new employees 
regard present conditions. Following a friendly ex- 
change of opinions ard the completion of a plan to 
improve a certain feature in one of the circuses, this 
official stated that he had never before realized that 
so much could be accomplished in so little time and 
in such a constructive manner. While some of his 
suggestions were impractical, Many were cheerfully 
accepted and his plan was put into operation in short 
order, after being considerably improved upon by 
the circus king himself. Needless to say, the task of 
Ringlingizing this former corporation man will not 
be one of great difficulty. 

Ringling’s influence, which will extend to every 
department of his circuses, ill undoubtedly bring 
about a still warmer friendship between America’s 
newspapers and the “white tops”. Publicity methods 
which tend to cheapen the circus and also the valua- 
tion of its tickets will not be followed by shows 
under his control, 

He is cognizant of the power of the press to pro- 
duce results and fully appreciates the unique posi- 
tion the circus enjoys in the entertainment field, by 
being handled as news by the fourth estate 

Methods of the type used in motion picture ex- 
ploitation are both unnecessary and out of place in 
circus publicity campaigns, in hi opinion 

He believes that interesting newspaper stories and

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HE axe has fallen and beheaded the Jjoy-rid- 
ing vaudeville manager—and a great 
army of vaudeville artistes. The vaudeville 
magnates are in a position financially to 
stand the depression in their respective 
field. They are well endowed with worldly 

-oods and backing to build anew. 

Will they learn a lesson from past experiences, or 
will they be content to travel the same old roads? 

prof. John Dewey, noted philosopher, says: “Peo- 
ple do not really think until they are perplexed. Out 
of their perplexity comes their reasoning and their 
wisdom.” 

The belated efforts on the part of vaudeville in- 
terests to revive their sick patient may prove to be 
nothing more than a gesture. While it is true that 
some house-cleaning is in progress, it is also true 
that no radical changes have been instituted. 

The time was ripe, and rotten ripe for change, ten 
or more years ago, but the vaudeville magnate was 
blind to the activities and advancement of the mov- 
ing picture industry. The vaudeville situation is se- 
rious—far more than most of us care to admit. 

Consolidation goes on rapidly in the moving pic- 
ture industry, which is a great deal better managed 
than the regular theater business. 


The new Paramount-Warner consolidation is par- 
ticularly advantageous with 1,400 theaters controlled. 
The “talkies” are talking well all over the world, and, 
while the expense has been huge, it has already been 
justified. The regular theater is having a much less 
profitable time—only the movies have a splendid two- 
vear outlook. The 1929 gain over 1928 was remark- 
able—about 60 per cent. 


The most important thing for vaudeville managers 
in America to accomplish at the present time, I be- 
lieve, is to throw the word “vaudeville” overboard, 
and forget about it. Naturally, there must be 4 
word used in its place. And, in passing, we might 
suggest an entire change of policy: A new arrange- 
ment of bills, programs, etc. A generation or s0 ago, 
managers and artistes bemoaned the passing of the 
good old days of the “variety” show. “The king was 
dead! Long live the king!” Today is again a most 
appropriate time for a new king—or a complete new 
policy-—to inject new life into Old Man Vaudeville. 


Vaudeville Had Gradual Growth 


Vaudeville did not make its appearance with 4 
blare of trumpets. It was a gradual growth—from 
the variety show to vaudeville of the present day. It 
survived, prospered, and almost perished. The mov- 
ing picture business, too, had gone thru its baptism 
of fire, and was on the decline when the “talkies” 
came to the rescue. The movie.magnates refused to 
live in snug complacency, consequently spent tre- 
mendous sums of money for new ideas and inven- 
tions. The expenditures were justified, as is evi- 
denced by the success of the “talkies”. Not content 
to rest on their laurels, they continue to spend mon- 
ey lavishly on further experimentation. 


The vaudeville managers, on the other hand, con- 
tinued doing business in the same old way—oblivious 
of the changes in the amusement world. Their pub- 
licity men rushed into print with stories of vaude- 
ville’s supremacy. The “talkies”, they said, lacked 
the quality of magnetism which only the artiste 
could convey to his audience in person. The raucous 
babble of this new contraption would live for a time, 
then perish. Art, they said, could be imitated, but 
not duplicated. It could never be displaced by me- 
chanical acievement. In the last analysis, victory 
must rest with the human. 


A recent moving picture survey, from coast to 
coast, disclosed the fact that the smal] neighborhood 
houses are enjoying their first real prosperity in many 
years. Houses are packed from opening to closing 
hours. The smaller theaters are offering a better 
show than they were able to offer with straight pic- 
tures, or combination vaudeville and pictures. For- 
merly, they employed from four to six mediocre mu- 
siclans, who cued the pictures when the exchanges 
failed to furnish a written musical score. The 
synchronization, in the majority of cases, was atro- 
cious, and the vaudeville was distinctly of small-time 
caliber. 


“Talkies” Help Small Towns 


With the advent of the “talkies”, the smal] neigh- 
borhood house now boasts the same synchronization 
enjoyed by the Broadway first-run theaters, as well 
as such productions as The Broadway Melody, Rio 
Rita, etc. Tife great scarcity of road attractions is 
no longer a burning issue, or a source of worry to 
the small-town manager. He can get the best, now, 
and cheaper. 

The truth of the matter is, that in their 
present state of perfection, and improving all the 
time, the talkies will continue to play havoc with the 
rerular theater for several years. This new form of 
entertainment is a novelty, to be sure—and the 
theatergoer Mkes novelties. In the mind of the 
amusement-going public, vaudeville is the same 
vaudeville it was ten years ago. It hasnt changed 
to any appreciable extent. It has failed to march 
onward with the step of time. It has not kept apace 
with the changes, or innovations, in the moving pic- 
ture field. Audiences are fed up on the same bills, 


year in and year out; the some old policy-—-open with 

4 dumb act, close with a jazz band or girl act. 
Audiences know just what is coming on next. The 

element of surprise is lacking—nothing is left to the

Vaudeville Artists and the Future

imagination. There is nothing quite so monotonous 
as constant repetition. Because the “talkies” are of- 
fering musical comedy, drama, vaudeville specialties, 
symphonic scoring, complete operettas in color—in 
fact the whole gamut of the stage—straight vaude- 
ville is in a state of morbid drowsiness. In short, 
Old Man Vaudeville needs a powerful rejuvenator to 
give him a new lease of life. 


Regaining of Lost Ground 


The task of regaining an appreciable portion of 
the ground lost in the “sound” invasion will be a 
long one. 

How is it to be done? 

First—Drop the name Vaudeville and coin a new 
name, or try “Variety” on the present generation. 

Second—-An entirely new form of presentation, 
new bills, etc. 

Third—Abolish the standard act idea. By depend- 
ing too much and too long on standard acts, vaude- 
ville managers have given their audiences the same 
stuff for years. 

Fourth—Open a centralized booking agency or 
clearing house for booking acts direct. And while we 
are on the subject, it would be a good plan to go 
back to the old days of booking acts on a 5 per cent 
commission basis. 

When the Keith office was located in the St. James 
Building, 26th street and Broadway, the performer 
booked direct. New acts had an opportunity of dis- 
playing their wares at the old Union Square Theater 
—the best house On the circuit at the time. Ar-

tistes did not try out before an audience. On try-out 
days each week, the bookers from the Keith office 
looked over new acts at the Union Square. When the 
acts met with their approval they received immediate 
action. This method of selecting new acts was abol- 
ished when the personal representative’ appeared on 
the scene. 

It is the writer’s personal opinion, based on years 
of experience in all branches of the theatrical busi- 
nees, that the artiste’s representative is responsible 
for most of the abuses in the booking game. 

In only a few instances were these representatives 
conscripted from the ranks of the profession. The 
majority can hardly be classed as showmen in any 
sense of the word. They drifted into the theatrical 
game from commercial lines, with little or no knowl- 
edge of show business. It is a lamentable fact that 
the picturesque showman of former years is nearly 
extinct, and in his place we have the skirt manufac- 
turer, small shopkeeper and button-nole maker. It is 
this type of showman who has exploited sex, sex-per- 
version, nudeness and degeneracy for the dollar. In- 
stead of giving something to the theater they tear 
down and destroy that which the real showman took 
years of his life to build up. 


Personal Representatives 


One of the best arguments against the personal 
representatives in vaudeville is that they take away 
the performer's initiative. Now that there is actual 
want and privation in vaudeville ranks, many per- 
formers wander about, aimlessly seeking a solution to 
their difficulties. 

An advertising agency in the Times Square section 
recently required a comedian for street advertising. 
A card on the bulletin board of a theatrical club 
brought an avalanche of applications for the position. 
Many of the applicants were in such urgent need of 
funds that they agreed io work for their expenses. 

What is being done to tide the actor over until 
economic conditions improve in the regular theater? 

The artiste who gave years of his life to the pro- 
fession now finds himself face to face with the neces- 
sity of seeking a livelihood in new and strange fields. 
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He is an innocent sentimentalist who loves the the- 
ater, and doesn’t want to desert it. 

In former years when a performer was not in good 
standing with the powers that be, he could hide away 
on the small circuits which dotted the country. About 
20 years ago the performer could book dates by mail 
in almost every State in the union. These small cir- 
cuits gradualiy dropped vaudeville for feature films. 
A national survey conducted by the writer showed 
that many of these houses have gone “sound”, while 
others are waiting to be wired. A smail percentage 
are playing tabloids. 

Where is the managerial genius who will arise out 
of the present debacle and put vaudeville back in 
its rightful place in the amusement world* 

Marcus Loew, William Fox and other vaudeville 
magnates started with store shows. Out of a small 
chain of these store shows they built a circuit of 
palatial theaters from coast to coast. 


Chain of Family Houses 


A new chain of small houses devoted to family 
vaudeville, or the variety show, should reap a har- 
vest with the talent now available. In times of need 
there is no fear of black lists, etc. Or, how about 
vaudeville or variety under canvas now that spring is 
approaching? A 15-cent or 25-cent admission price 
would be sufficient to cover operating expenses and 
net the manager a fair profit. 

There are available hundreds of Y. M. C. A., K. of 
C. and Y. M. H. A. auditoriums thruout the country 
adapted to theatrical performances. Also a great 
number of halls that could be utilized for the same 
purpose. : 

Theatrical organizations and locals of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians might find it advan- 
tageous booking their people into these auditoriums 
and halls on the 60-40 or 70-30 basis. This would 
take care of the unemployed in the profession and 
tide them over until] there is & return to normalcy. 

And now a word of advice to the artiste: It is 
well to remember that in vaudeville, as in all other 
fields, it is always the survival of the fittest 

Too many vaude. artistes have kept their same 
routine season after season. Perhaps they have in- 
terpolated a new song from time to time, or some few 
new gags, but the general routine of the act is the 
same. 

One reason the “talkies” are gaining in popularity 
all the time is that no one in the audience knows 
what to expect next. 


Material and Wardrobe 


The performer who makes a practice of framing 
an act from some old joke book or almanac is doomed 
to failure before he has had an opportunity of dis- 
playing his talents. 


The thing of paramount importance to consider is 
your material—and your wardrobe. Your act should 
be better, not just as good as other acts, if you ex- 
pect to go the other fellow one better. 


The successful, contented, conservative artiste 
knows this from actual experience. He realizes an- 
other is waiting to step into his shoes if he lets up 
or goes back. 

Of course there comes a time in the lives of all 
of us when we are eliminated from the race because 
we cannot survive the severe strain of competition 
with the younger generation. 


The real artiste is one who conveys to the audi- 
tors the meaning of the melody which he plays, or 
the soul that animates the character he delineates 
in the play. Above all things, he must be natural 
and sincere. 


The price of success is hard work. 
the other fellow, but go him one better. 

A word about revivals: Revivals have always proved 
money getters. Gilbert and Sullivan's operas have 
never failed to attract. Among recent revivals were 
those of the Black Crook and After Dark, in Hoboken, 
N.J. A revival of the days of Harrigan and Hart, and 
other famous artistes of that era, would prove just as 
much of a success in the opinion of the writer. Such 
revivals would give modern audiences something they 
have never seen in present-day vaudeville, and would 
be a distinct novelty. 

With the entire profession striving night and day 
in this struggle, there is every reason to believe the 
future will be a happier and brighter one.

(Continued from opposite page) 
ilustzations do more to create circus-day enthu- 
siasm than any other form of printed matter. He 
also recognizes that newspaper advertising, when 
properly prepared, is high powered in its appeal to 
prospective circus patrons and not just a method 
of spending money for co-operative purposes. 

In many respects, the recent acquisition of the 
American Circus Corporation by John Ringling could 
not have teen More timely.

Next year the rodeo will be staged 
personally by Hoot Gibson, to be a two- 
day affair, and better and bigger in every 
way, according to George Hunter, per- 
sonal manager for Gibson. 


IN THE March 1 issue, in this depart- 
ment, appeared a communicated letter 
from Nora Wells, from San Antonio, in 
favor of cowgirl bronk riders and re- 
ferring to “ideas of 1805", and in the 
March 5 issue another letter from Edna 
Gardner Hopkins, also from San An- 
tonio, and probably intended as correc- 
tive regarding the 1800, if used as an 
actual year reference. Rowdy Waddy has 
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received 2 follow-up letter to *he fore- 
going from Nora Wells, this time from 
Oklahoma City, as follows: “Rea ing the 
recent article by Edna Hopkins, per- 
taining to my expression of ‘i800’, I sup- 
pose it was not studied sufficiently, as 
I cannot see how one could get the 
impression that I was slamming the 
early cowgirls, or ladies of the plains. 
When. I referred to some of our wonder- 
ful rodeo promoters, here was my ex- 
pression: ‘And, big boys, this is 1930, 
not 1800, so snap out of it you promoters 
and contesting men; don't let the pro- 
moters with old-maid hearts get you 
to thinking ways of 1800 and put the 
cowgirl bronk riders out on the fence.’ 
The reader may look my article up, as it 
appeared in the March 1 issue of The 
Billboard, Corral department. I'll ex- 
plain my expression: Did you ever travel 
1,000 miles to get to a rodeo advertised 
‘Open to the world; a big gathering 
of cowboys and cowgirls,’ etc., and when 
you got there to have the promoter say 
he was afraid you would get hurt, that 
he didn’t have lady bronk riders at his 
shows, as he thought that riding a bronk 
was no place for a woman, and that she 
should be baking bread for some man? 
Well, if an executive of that caliber 
hasn’t an ‘old-maid heart’ and thinking 
ways of 1800, then I would not know 
how to class him—that caliber doesn’t 
belong to 1930, that’s a cinch. In 1800, 
& woman wasn’t supposed to do any- 
thing toward being independent—just 
depend on some poor, conceited man and 
be his slave and home companion. Well, 
if I thought that kind of a promoter 
would eat my bread you can wager your 
sweet life I would have gone into the 
baking business long ago, and there 
would have been other ingredients than 
yeast in the dough. I think if the cow- 
girl bronk rider should be given a real 
break she could buy more clothes, and 
maybe eat oftener, and wouldn't have 
to ‘write home to mother’ with an SOS 
to get to the next rodeo and possibly 
when she reaches there find another 
‘hero’ promoter who would be afraid the 
cowgirl might get her ‘little head’ 
scratched if he let her ride, or the kind 
that thinks because she rides with hob- 
bles it isn’t riding, and not worth the 
measly ‘25’ he would have to pay her. 
Give me the real promoter, the one who 
gives the cowgirls a chance and is 
tickled pink to see her ride—even if the 
bronk flops her all over the arena. It 
is the promoters and the cowboys with 
that spirit whom I appeal to, to stand 
by us cowgirls.

I have claimed the 
world’s championship title for lady bare- 
back bronk and steer riding in the hope 
that these events will be contested soon 
and I will have a chance to ride for the 
title I have laid claim to. Another 
thing, I think that men judges should 
not be allowed to judge cowgirls’ riding. 
Let some old-time cowgirls judge this— 
then the cowgirl who really wins will 
get it. Far be it from me to slam the 
old-time cowgirls—nosiree!”

EPORTS on business received from many of the parks in various 
sections of the country, some of them operating on the week-end 
plan and others already in the regular season, are of a favorable 


nature in most instances, despite the general 


business depression. 


in other instances the weather elements have been the greatest 
hindrance. These reports lead one to believe that a good season, but 
not of record-breaking proportioms, is in store for the park that 
keeps abreast of the times. The mismanaged park, the one where 
the operator or manager sits idly by and waits for the public to come 
in without offering anything new to attract or amuse, might just as 
well be kept closed. 


Here’s to the man who takes pride in his park, 
And puts it in a class of its own; 

For many a man copies another man's park, 
When he ought to have plans of his own. 


The paid gate keeps the riffraff out of the park, ard should be 
maintained wherever peop’e are accustomed to paying admission. But 
for the 10 or 15-cent charge there should be a free attraction or two. 
It’s too much to expect people to go to a park and pay admission to 
spend money without anything but the “same old sights” to offer in 
return for the gate fee. 

It has been suggested by a former park manager that with the 
vaudeville theaters greatly reduced in number, thus throwing hundreds 
of acts out of that line of work, these acts, or at least many of them, are 
available to parks at lower than winter salaries. He believes that the 
salary list of four or five acts could be more than made up in the sale 
of refreshments while the performance is coing on. . Older people who 
do not swim, dance or participate in the youthful frolics would become 
regular patrons once this amusement policy has been established, he 
contends. Vaudeville houses are extinct in many localities and parks 


in these sections by playing such acts would create additional business 
people deprived of this form of entertainment, he argues.

Eastwood Has 
Early Start 


First Detroit park to open 
season——many changes— 


big poo! is added 


DETROIT, May 3.—To Eastwood Park 
goes the distinction of being the first 
local park to open the 1930 season. A!tho 
the weather was unfavorable, a first-rate 
crowd was on hand and good receipts 
were reported in all departments. The 
opening was originally planned as a pre- 
season beginning for April 19, with the 
park slated to run Saturdays and Sune 
days only for a few weeks. However, 
plans were changed and the park has ree 
mained open for the season. The Easte 
wood Ballroom, closed since March, did 
a turnaway business opening nicht. 
Crowds were large the following day, 
Sunday, despite near-freezing weather. 
The attendance was estimated at 12,000. 

A new system of ornamental overhead 
lighis has been installed, giving the en- 
tire park a daylight effect at night. 
Ground improvements include a number 
of canopy seats after the manner of 
Caiifornia parks, additional shelters, ex- 
tensive landscape and shrubbery addi- 
tions, and a number of small pools 
which are being stocked with swans. 

A new swimming pool is a leading 
feature. The pool ranges from 2 to 12 
feet deep, covering a plot 100 by 150 
feet. The sand beach in conjunction 
with the pool is of the same space size. 
The bathhouse has a capacity of 4,500 
persons. The pool and bathhouse are 
located at the rear of the Coliseum. They 
will be opened about May 30. The en- 
trance and poo! have been illuminated 
with a battery of floodlights. About 
1.500 seats have been provided for 
spectators. A handball court for bath- 
ers, with sun umbrellas and other sun- 
bath facilities, have been installed. The 
pool is finished in green, with a white 
bottom. 

A free pool for children is to be opened 
in connection with the main pool. This 
will connect with the other, but will be 
separated by a strong fence. Free bath- 
ing suits will be provided and a nurse 
and attendant will be on duty at all 
times. The small pool will be round, 
with a diameter of 40 feet. A fountain 
will rise in the center. 

Captain Seymour veteran pool oper- 
ator, will be in charge of the pool, with a 
staff of three men. Jack Coppinhill, 
alligator wrestler, will be on the staff. 

A new glass house or Devil's Garden 
has been installed and is in charge of 
Sol Davis, with Alice White, cashier. 
The Fun on the Farm has been com- 
pletely rebuilt, moved and enlarged and 
renamed Cave of the Winds. A large 
scenic rock front and new dark tunnels 
and devices have been installed. Charlie 
Boyd is manager, assisted by Harry 
Greenbaum, cashier, and Dwight Hart- 
well. The Eastwood Express, a new 
miniature railway, has been installed by 
Rilia McLain. Operation is being de- 
layed until later in the season. 


A new rifle range has been constructed 
with a tile fort front. The range is 60 
feet deep and has a 50-foot front. Al 
Grameman is in charge, assisted by 
Lewis Wagner and Joe Sharkey. 


The entire park has a color scheme of 
orange and white. A new front en- 
trance, with a series of lighthouse towers, 
has been built. 

Eastwood is operated by the Eastwood 
Park Company, of which Henry Wagner 
is president and general manager, and 
M. B. Kerner, secretary-treasurer. Harry 
Stahl is general park superintendent. 
The picnic promotion is in charge of 
Lloyd Jeffries and Samuel Birnkrant 
Others on the staf include Frank 
Goldenstein, gardner, with three as- 
sistants; Henry House, parking manager, 
with five assistants, and police depart- 
ment, James Repp, chief, with George 
Allways, assistant. 


Principal concession men _ include 
Christie Brown, in general charge, who 
has exclusive candy privilege; Lewis 
Wish, with six stands, and Alice Stahl 
with a live pig ball game.

Looking Back 


By W. F. MANGELS 


Director American Museum of 
Public Recreation 


The following story is from Prank 
Buckland’s Curiosities of Natural His- 
tory, 1878, in the library of the American 
Museum of Public Recreation, Coney 
Island: 

JULIA PASTRANA 


“In the month of February, 1862, I 
received an invitation to examine a great 
natural curiosity, then being exhibited 
at 191 Picadilly; I hastened to ascertain 
its nature. 


“Having had some experience in 
human mummies, I was exceedingly sur- 
prised at what I saw. The figure was 
dressed in the ordinary exhibition cos- 
tume used in life, and placed erect upon 
the table. The limbs were by no means 
shrunken or contracted, the arms, chest, 
etc., retaining their former roundness 
and well-formed appearance. The face 
was marvelous: the closest examination 
convinced me that it was the true skin, 
prepared in some wonderful way: the 
huge deformed lips and squat nose re- 
minded as in life, and the beard and 
luxuriant growth of soft, black hair on 
and about the face were in no respect 
changed from their former appearance. 


‘“There was no unpleasantness or 
disagreeable concomitant about the 
figure, and it was difficult to imagine 
that the mummy was really that of a 
human being. 


“I well recollect seeing and speaking to 
poor Julia Pastrana when in life. She 
was about four feet, six inches in height. 
Her features were simply hideous on ac- 
count of the profusion of hair growing 
on her forehead, and her black beard, 
but her figure was exceedingly craceful 
and her tiny foot and well-turned ank!e 
perfection itself. She had a sweet voice, 
great taste for music and dancing and 
could speak three languages. She was 
very charitable and gave largely to local 
institutions from her earnings. 


“As regards the history of the embalm- 
ment, there were some queer stories told. 
She being a Mexican, the process of em- 
balming is carried on in a very curious 
manner by the Indians of Famora 
Equidor.”

State Help 


New association appoints 
committee to present plans 
—protests rail rate raise 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 3.—State 
aid for State, district and county fairs 
in Alabama will be sought thru an 
appropriation by the next legislature, it 
has just been agreed upon at an organi- 
zation meeting of the Association of 
Alabama Fairs here, according to Simon 
Roswald, president of the association. In 
addition to Roswald as president, J. B. 
Sarver, of Athens, was named vice-presi- 
dent, and L. B. Dean, of Alexander City, 
secretary-treasurer. Membership in the 
organization was restricted to State, dis- 
trict and county fairs, all commercial or- 
ganizations being barred. 

A committee has been appointed to 
appear before the house appropriations 
committee, where the plan in concrete 
form will be presented. Members of 
this committee consist of D. C. Finney, 
Huntsville; R. H. McIntosh, Birmingham; 
F. L Haley, Haleyville; J. E. Jordan, 
Sylacauga: President Roswald and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Dean. 

It was voted by the association that 
no fair society will be eligible to par- 
ticipate in the State fund until it has 
been operating and staged fairs for three 
consecutive years. 

Falling into line with Georgia and 
other State fair associations, the Associa- 
tion of Alabama Fairs went on record 
as protesting the proposal of railroads 
operating in Southern States to increase 
their hauling charges on carnival shows 
and circuses. The association will be 
represented by a rate expert at the meet- 
ing of representatives of the carriers at 
Grove Park Inn, Asheville, N. C., May 20, 
to protest anv increase. 

Carnivals and circuses alréady are over- 
burdened with taxation and hauling 
charges. Roswald pointed out, and for 
them to have their railroad hauling 
charges increased might make operation 
in the Southeastern States prohibitive. 
Carnivals, he added, are of vital im- 
portaince in providing amusement at 
fairs. 

Other fair representatives who attend- 
ed the organization meeting were John 
L. Grace, Arab; Mrs Gordon Patrick, 
Birmingham; J. T. Coleman, Anniston; 
Marie Dickson, Huntsville, and Leo F. 
Alridge, Mobile. Coleman extended an 
invitation for the association to hold its 
May meeting at Anniston, but it was 
not acted upon. 


No Action on Akron Fair 


AKRON, O., May 3.—No effort has been 
made by members of the Summit County 
Fair Board to ascertain from the county 
commissioners what their desire may be 
concerning the future of the fair, the 
fairgrounds or the directors of the fair.

Another important move was the meeting 
going on record as protesting the proposal of railroads operating in 
Southern States to increase their hauling charges on circuses and car- 
nivals, and the decision to have a rate expert appear at the meeting of 
representatives of the carriers at Grove Park Inn, Asheville, N. C., May 
20. The Association of Georgia Fairs is another organization that is 
taking an active interest in protestation of any further burden in the 
matter of increased rates that may be inflicted upon the railroad circus 
or carnival owner. 


No State in the Union measures up to Ohio in number of fairs. 
Eighty-seven county fairs and 17 independent exhibits, including two 
pumpkin shows, are to be held in the Buckeye State this year. 


For the first time the radio has been resorted to in the promotion of 
agricultural development. The speech on the subject of the county fair 
by S. D. Truitt over Station WSB, Atlanta, Ga., April 26, will with doubt 
aid materially in encouraging better farming and creating greater in- 
terest in community exhibits in those sections where it was heard. 


N. B. Fairs’ 
Grant Raised 


St. John, Woodstock and 
Fredericton get $3,000 
each; Chatham $2,500 


ST. JOHN, N. B., May 3.—The Ne 
Brunswick government has notified the 
exhibition associations at St. John, 
Woodstock and Fredericton that the 
annual grant for the yearly fall fair in 
each of these places has been increased 
to $3,000. It had been 82.500. The 
Chatham Fair Association is to receive 
& grant of $2,500 annually. This fair, 
which had been held every two years, has 
been receiving $3,000 biennially. Last 
year the Chatham association decided to 
make the fair a yearly one, and the 
government was asked to help This 
resulted in the offer of $2,500 yearly. The 
dates for this year’s fair have rot been 
announced, but they will likely be the 
latter part of September, this being one 
of the final fairs of the year. 

The New Brunswick government wil! 
give out this year $24,355 in grants to 
fall fairs. In addition there will be given 
75 per cent of the prize list. The fairs, 
known as county fairs, in the province 
wf be given $500 a year in addition to 
the 75 per cent of the prize list. The 
only county in which no collection has 
been made of the fair assistance is 
Gloucester. There is no fair in that 
county, but arrangements to establish 
one there for this. year are under way. 


Belgian Exhibition Opens; 
To Run for Six Months 


LIEGE, Belgium, May 3.—Beginning to- 
day and continuing for six months, Bel- 
gium is celebrating 100 years of inde- 
pendence with an international exhibi- 
tion in this historical city Approxi- 
mately 150 acres of land are occupied 
by the exhibition, with more than 20 
Mammoth buildings to house the ex- 
hibits. France, Spain, Italy and Czecho- 
slovakia are among nations having their 
own display buildings. The grounds are 
illuminated by four electrical fountains 
and 300 searchlights.

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Fair Promotion 
Over the Radio 


ATHENS, Ga., May 3.—8. D. Truitt, 
county agent of Hancock County for 
many years, and secretary of the Han- 
cock County Fair here most of that time, 
spoke over the radio, thru Station WSB, 
from the State College of Agriculture at 
Athens last Saturday afternoon, his sub- 
ject being: Using the County Fair To 
Promote Agricultural Development With- 
in a County. 

“Business of any kind needs an incen- 
tive.” said Truitt. “Financial necessity 
is the first incentive for good farming. 
But the county fair is one of the great- 
est factors in developing better agricul- 
ture. A county fair and better farming 
go hand in hand. It is a certain fact 
that a county fair cannot succeed with- 
out good community exhibits. And good 
community exhibits must be products 
of good farming.” Truitt then went on 
to pay tribute to the people of Hancock 
County for their co-operation in the 
success of the fair. He told of how he 
had watched communities improve their 
exhibits and of what the fair had done 
in having farmers improve their methods 
of farming. He praised the 4-H clubs 
for thelr wonderful work. 

“A county fair,” said Truitt, “cannot 
succeed unless it is operated on a busi- 
ness basis; good financing is absolutely 
necessary. Just premiums must be paid 
exhibitors. Often the premium money 
given a club boy helps him to buy better 
seed or fertilizer, or helps him to im- 
prove the financial basis of his farming. 

“The premiums won by the communi- 
ties always improve the communities. 
The premiums are generally spent on 
the school, playground or the churches. 
Often part of the premium money is 
used in buying standard pack jars, and 
the next fall their exhibit carries canned 
producte in standard jars and standard 
packs. Community exhibits stimulate 
community pride, community co-opera- 
tion and community interest. The com- 
munity exhibit is one of the main factors 
of the county fair. The county fair pro- 
motes and encourages co-operative sales. 

“As a rule, community exhibits are 
very typical of the community from 
which they come. I strongly believe in 
and promote our county fair. I am 
thoroly convinced that it is one of the 
best methods we have thru which to de- 
velop agriculture in our county.” Truitt 
concluded his talk with an invitation to 
listeners to visit the Hancock County 
Fair.

Of ‘Mian Park , I ndustry 


By P. L. GIFFORD 


One of the things most needed by 
amusement parks and their rides and 
con¢gessions to put them on a really 
satisfactory profit-paying basis is an 
effective, business-like method of regis- 
tering their attendance so as to provide 
a reliable tamper-proof check on their 
cash receipts. Everyone knows the tre- 
mendous improvement wrought in the 
business methods of retail stores thru 
the introduction of cash registers. In 
place of the old-fashioned cash drawers 
and guess work in the matter of sales 
made they now have an accurate record 
of every sale and a total of sales made 
and money taken in at every moment of 
the day. Hit-or-miss methods are things 
of the past. 


Modern registering turnstiles are the 
cash registers of the amusement park 
industry. They show an accurate record 
of the number of admissions sold at 
every moment of the day, from which 
the amount of money taken in can be 
quickly figured. By consulting the 
registers on turnstiles one can tell 
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how many admissions have been sold 
and how much cash has been received 
any time he wishes. 


But modern registering turnstiles are 
even better than .cash registers. A cash 
register in a store is operated by the 
clerk. It can and does happen sometimes 
that a clerk is careless or dishonest and 
does not ring up the sale, in which case 
the best cash register in the world ts 
no better than the old-fashioned money 
drawer. In other words, the success of 
the cash register depends upon the 
reliability and honesty of the employe¢s 
who have to operate it. 


The registering turnstile, on the other 
hand, does not depend upon the reli- 
ability or honesty of any employee. So 
far as its recording meter is concerned 
it is not operated by any employee. It 
is operated by patrons themselves, un- 
consciously and without any annoyance 
whatsoever, by merely passing thru the 
turnstile on their way in to a park 
or ride.

Suitcase Promoters Active 


THE SMALLER CARNIVAL companies 
are complaining that the suitcase pro- 
moters are making it tough for them 
this season. Their mode of operation is 
to go before a committee and promise 
them everything under the sun, from a 
10 to 20-car show, in order to get the 
signature of the committee on the dotted 
line. After that is accomplished, the 
suitcase promoter then starts to peddle 
the contract. The unsuspecting carnival 
owner, when the contract is offered him, 
falls for it, hook, sinker and line, and 
pays the suitcase promoter a stipulated 
sum that nets him a nice profit. The 
committees, however, have gotten “hep” 
to this so-called racket, and are demand- 
ing now that any carnival company they 
do business with must post a certified 
check, averaging from $300 to $500, guar- 
anteeing appearance, and must produce 
a show as represented.

Several other firms 
made bids for providing the attractions, 
but the reputation Rowan has earned in 
Haverstraw, N. Y., with the Elks’ Circus 
and Frolic, which he has been success- 
fully directing, was in his favor.

Current Reflections

ANY times both carnival and circus special pictures have appeared 

in the rotogravure sections of Sunday editions of city dailies. 

Very seldom have the accompanying sketches included what 
outdoor shows the subjects of the reproduced photos were affiliated 
with—the omission of this suggesting a “local atmosphere” to the 
readers. It seems that if a photo is worth being snapped by a news- 
paper’s staff photographer and being reproduced in the “brown. sec- 
tion”, requiring special preparation and activity on the part of the 
subject photographed, the latter is entitled to recognition in the ex- 
planatory sketch, also the title of show. 


The wwiter recalls instances of such omissions, and noted the “local 
atmosphere” connection in the sketches. An outstandng incident of this 
nature occurred some years ago in one of the large cities of the Central 
States. A rider with a large circus agreed to “work out” for a newspaper 
photographer, and with her mount was most graciously escorted several 
miles from the city to a prominent race track, and there the horse and 
rider performed feats for the camera operator—time, needed rest, and 
physical and mental labor given gratis and willingly. The following 
Sunday, the “brownie” contained several of the pictures, the sketches 
giving the name of the horse and rider (no show title), and the name 
of the beautiful racing course—merely as tho the lady rider were of the 
local “society set”. 


There have been exceptions. Two of these came to notice recently. 
And doubtless they were appreciated by the readers as greatly as tho 
there had been on exclusively “our-town” connection therewith. One 
of these appeared in The Peoria (Ill.) Journal-Transcript of April 13. 
All the cuts and sketches (except five local advertisements), nine in 
number, on a page of the rotogravure section, displayed scenes and at- 
tractions photographed at the winter quarters of the S. W. Brundage 
Shows, which amusement organization wintered on the fairgrounds at 
Peoria. The accompanying sketches gave the readers this information. 
The other appeared in The Louisville (Ky.) Herald-Post of April 23, 
probably a more conspicuous “exception” than the foregoing from the 
fact that the amusement organization concerned was en tour, merely 
filling an engagement in Louisville. On a prominent page of the rotogra- 
vure section was a 5x6-inch cut, showing Rubin Gruberg, president of Rubin 
& Cherry Shows, Inc., and the movie dog, “Silver King” (now with the Rubin 
& Cherry Shows). and the canine actor’s trainer and manager, Arthur 
Butler. With this, the explanatory reading matter included the title of 
the show, where exhibiting, and the name of the prominent local fraternal 
organization which sponsored the show company’s engagement in that city.

Nickolas. 


Mooar Agrees and Disagrees 


E. M. Mooar, manager of the rink at 
Forest Park, Hanover, Pa., both agrees 
and disagrees with what Frank Vernon, 
the exhibition skater, had to say regard- 
ine rink conditions in the East in this 
department recently. “Vernon hit a very 
spot in the rink business,” writes 
Mooar. “His description of conditions he 
found at several rinks visited, I regret 
to state, is the truth, with very little 
excuse for same. These conditions go a 
ereat way to put the business in bad 
repute. It is time for Operators of rinks 
to wake up to the fact that it is just 
as easy to enforce strict rules as other- 
wise, It has and is being done, and the 
operators have profited by it. I must, 
iowever, take exception to Vernon's 
nt relative to music. The present- 
day record machines are ideal for 
kating, once the matter of volume is 
overcome. No doubt many have con- 
demned these instruments for that rea- 
son. Like the organ dealers, it seems 
most of them are trying to see how 
much they can stick the operator for, in- 
stead of satisfying the customer. With 
the organ the class of music turned out 
is far from being satisfactory, and with

the record-playing machine they try to 
force upon the buyer more horns at un- 
usual prices. Last winter I was con- 
nected with a large rink in Philadelphia, 
and we had one of the best makes of 
record machines; also two large ampli- 
fiers. Unfortunately we had a noisy 
floor, and, with the large crowds of 
skaters we had nightly, the machine 
could not be heard, and we were obliged 
to use for the night sessions a large pipe 
organ, which was in the building. A 
number of service men were called in to 
see if the record machine could be made 
to carry more volume, but all advised 
more horns, which by the way for this 
particular make ran into considerable 
money, and it was decided to let the 
matter drop. Later it was decided to 
add a speaking device for announce- 
ments, and a radio service man was 
called in to install same. His attention 
was directed to the lack of music 
volume, and he said he could increase it 
at a small cost and without additional 
horns. For the benefit of those having 
similar trouble, I will state that all this 
man did was add one more stage of 
amplification by adding one more power 
tube, and it worked like a charm. The 
great advantage of the record machine 
is that one can secure records of any 
popular music at a slight cost, and re- 
new them as cften as necessary, whereas 
with an organ one has to take the good 
with the bad in the way of music rolls.” 


More About Hockey Rules 


The subject of Roller Hockey Rules 
has again bobbed up, this time in the 
form of an answer by D. D. O’Roark, 
captain of the San Diego Roller Hockey 
Club, San Diego, Calif., to the recently 
published letter from W. H. Hadley. “In 
a recent issue,” writes O’Roark, “I no- 
ticed an article from W. H. Hadley of 
Nashville, Tenn., wherein he stated a 
few of his opinions on my article of 
Roller Hockey Rules, also published in 
your columns Hadley states he does 
not wish his article as a controversial 
one and this also is not intended as 
such. However, I consider Hadley great- 
ly in error or perhaps he has been gross- 
ly misinformed. We have been able to 
trace roller hockey or polo back as far 
as 1870, and up until a few months 
ago we were able to exhibit some of the 
equipment used at that time in Sacra- 
mento, Calif. We agree with him so far 
as there being a specially constructed 
ball for the game; also the Spalding 
Company has a short club designed to 
be used with one hand on the market 
at present. However, it is not designated 
as a roller hockey club. By eliminating 
the short stick and substituting the one 
used for ice hockey a faster and much 
more interesting game is obtained. The 
indoor baseball being substituted, the 
game is again speeded up to a consider- 
able degree. With two bands to control 
the stick, and a ball which is lighter 
and easier to handle, any number of 
intricate plays and passes may be worked 
out, which tends to make the game more 
interesting for spectators and a more 
scientific one for the players. We note 
the ice hockey game is played with the 
longer stick, there being no question of 
its supreme advantage over the older 
type. The habit formed with the one- 
hand stick of driving the ball from one 
end of the floor to the other, the 
dangerous swinging of the club over the 
head while in close quarters with players 


is eliminated, thus reducing the hazards 
to both spectators and players alike’ I 
have played the game for the last 10 or 
1? years, with all sorts of equipment 
ranging from old brooms and a tennis 
ball, furntshed by James Dunbar, man- 
ager of the City Rink, formerly of San 
Diego, down to the equipment used at 
present by the Southern California 
Champs.—the San Diego Hockey Club— 
and I must state there is no comparing 
the two types of games and the equip- 
ment. About the rules of which Hadley 
speaks we have been very fortunate in 
having the services of Edward A. Kick- 
ham, owner of the Mission Beach Rink 
at San Diego, and successful owner and 
operator of numerous other rinks in 
Southern California for the last 25 years. 
A stanch supporter and the first pro- 
moter of the game here, he has attempt- 
ed at different times to secure from A. 
G. Spalding Company, the Chicago Skate 
Company and the Richardson Skate 
Company a set of printed rules for tho 
came, but has always been informed that 
there was none printed. We would be 
deeply obligated to Hadley if he would 
produce one of the sets of rules pub- 
lished by the Spalding Company. Hadley 
seems to forget that the old world is 
changing daily and at present is in a 
much more modern era than it was 20 
years ago. They hardly thought of fly- 
ing then, Hadley. Yours for a faster 
and more scientific game of roller 
hockey.”

“ways glad to meet pitch folks of the

elies ” 


J. C. CARSWELL, the whistle wiz, blew 
into Cincinnati Iast week, trailing the 
John Robinson Circus, and left to join 
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the circus at Chillicothe, where he ex- 
pects to make arrangements for the sea- 
son’s privilege. Carswell worked the 
greater part of last winter in the South 
and found the going bad when it was not 
worse. Working up into the Carolinas 
and Tennessee conditions improved a bit, 
he says, but he didn't take anything out 
of Dixie that he didn’t carry there. 


NURSE HUXLEY, English pitchwoman, 
who has been working in Toronto, Can., 
since her arrival in America, is leaving 
this week for Chicago, where she will 
join A. E. Roberts, the English medicine 
pitchman, who is readying to open in 
that city. Roberts and Nurse Huxley 
have been for some years aces in the 
medicine field in their native country. 
They have brought their own line of 
remedies, with which they carried on in 
England. 


CARL WEAVER, after six good weeks 
in and around Baltimore, jumped to 
Charleston, W. Va., from which point he 
pipes under date of April 25: “Will open 
here Saturday night. Business looks 
good, as everybody here seems to have 
money. The reader is $2 a day. Have 
seen no pitchmen here. Baltimore and 
Washington were wide open to me and 
money was plentiful in Baltimore. The 
minor privilege permit is only $1 a day 
and you can work the markets, which 
are very good, for $2 a day. In Wash- 
ington you can work on the lot at Ninth 
and E for $2.50 a day, or you can get an 
occupational permit for $2 and work 
doorways on Pennsylvania avenue from 
now on. I saw several of the boys there, 
but saw none working horn nuts, 
flUukum, gummy, razor paste, knife 
sharpeners, run menders, needle thread- 
ers or jumping beans, altho all of those 
articles are recognized in Baltimore and 
Washington as legitimate. I met a 
young fellow in Baltimore named Jack 
Vandon, from New York, with a million- 
dollar personality. who was working pad- 
dles and getting plenty of money. He is 
a clean and clever worker and keeps his 
tip laughing out loud. When he turns 
the joint the people dig down and pay 
off like slot machines. I have seen some 
of the best paddle workers in the coun- 
try and I think this boy is the king. 
He is certainly a credit to the pitcb 
game.” 


ABE SILVERMAN, the “pepper man” 
(he write um sheet), has been observing 
the ways of pitchmen at Fort Wayne and 
is moved to broadcast in this manner: 
“Medicine men, real money men, don't 
you go ‘way, doggone you! Hey, boys! 
You papermen tune in. Fort Wayne ts 
open on Courthouse, three corners; also 
doorways. Two oldheads are here selling 
sharpeners, another has peelers, another 
pens, another sure-fire plugs. But there 


is one med. pitchman selling a #1 bottle 
of med., four-ounce bottle of oll and 
your choice of an electric curling iron or 
safety razor, all for 25 cents. What are 
you going to do about it? Talk about 
jam men Killing the pitch business! 
Conditions are good here. One man 
known as The Greek puts on the feath- 
ers and sells Indian herbs and oil. To 
show you the difference between a real 
money getter, shooting straight, and the 
other kind, on Saturday, April 19, the 
latter, working from 1 to 3 p.m., got 
$1.75, while Izzy the Indian, working a 
tip from 3:30 to 5, had a total passout 
of $169.50. Saturday afternoon was poor 
for the sheet, but I had a lot of fun 
watching the pitchmen work. Can Izzy 
the Greek Indian, who is really an 
Italian, talk? Yes and yes again. Best 
regards to good jam men and real money 
men, but to two-bit med. pitchmen, the 
telephone booth is in the backyard.” 


ZIP HIBLER, poet-pitchman, is moved 
to sing: “When Dusty gets the notion 
that there’s summer in the skies he 
always has a hankering to start and 
count the ties, to bask out in the sun- 
shine and to snooze beneath the trees. 
There is no use of talking, then old 
Dusty’s at his ease. He'd rather have a 
grassy knoll beside a babbling brook 
than any bed that ever held a king or 
queen or rook. The twitter of the little 
birds, the scent of growing thyme means 
paradise to Dusty in the good old sum- 
mertime. When summer folds her can- 
Opy and says to old Jack Frost, ‘Now 
blow your breath upon the land and get 
the smallpox off.” old Dusty grabs his 
bundle and he takes it on the lam and 
doesn't stop to cogitate till he hits Bir- 
mingham. The calaboose and winter- 
time with Dusty don’t agree. He'd 
rather tread the pebbled beach ‘way 
down in Floridee, where he can sit and 
chew the rag and boast about his sheet. 
And you can bet that Dusty soon puts 
business on its feet.” 

WARREN LEWIS, the Ypsilanti, Mich., 
orator, pipes that he is just waiting for 
the spring rains to let up long enough 
for him to launch his Warren Lewis Sells 
Chautauqua Platform Stage Show, the 
portable auction house he is piloting 
around in Michigan. “This show goes 
out,” says Warren, “and it stays out, 
win or lose. But I never did lose much. 
I've spent plenty. I've had a good time. 
They can’t take that away from me. 
Only once to go thru for us troupers on 
this earth and money is only good to 
you when you use it to enjoy yourself 
I'm glad TI had trotters to get around on 
Had a circus or two and was interested 
in a carnival and other outdoor amuse- 
ments. Had a good time all the time. 
Business was a little better last Saturday. 
I sold to an awfully big crowd. Cars 
were parked so thick in the streets the 
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police ran them off. I took a splendid 
rake-off for my commission and then 
they gave me a sawbuck for a bonus.” 

R. B. DONALDSON, of leaf fame, ad- 
vises from Independence, La., that he 1s 
headed north after an unsatisfactory 
campaign. “Tell the boys,” says Don, 
“if they are coming into this strawberry 
country around Hammond, La., to bring 
return fares with them. Strawberries 
completely gone. No crop. I left there 
flat. Saw quite a few of the boys on the 
leaf. Doc Billy Sanders is working out 
of New Orleans in a new coupe. Weeks I. 
Bolen, too, seems to be riding wide, high 
and handsome in a big sedan. Doc 
Brown, of tonic fame, from the Lone Star 
State, is headed north. Made several 
cow days with Doc Kolb. He’s a regular 
fellow, clean guy. Fixed two spots, 
March 26 at Forrest and April 2 at 
Newton, Miss. Brown pitched med. on 
the main stem in both spots and nobody 
paid a reader. Kolb tells me those were 
his last cow days. Stomach trouble has 
got him. Would like to hear what hospi- 
tal he is in so the boys cun write him a 
line. This was my first trip south and 
my last. Money is too slow. In Louisi- 
ana you have to know how to speak nine 
languages to get a quarter, and in Missis- 
sippi you meet nothing but Negroes—and 
all broke. Saw the Miller Shows at 
McComb, Miss., all cleaned up with new 
paint. Lots of luck to all the boys on 
the sheet.” 


FROM THE ELKS’ CLUB in Honoluiu, 
T. H., J. Willis Ramsay, veteran pitch- 
man, shoots: “I am one of the old boys 
in the great and interesting vocation, 
altho I have sort of retired since 1915 
and have been living here for the last 10 
years. I came here from San Francisco. 
I want to tell you of a young man whom 
I met here and who has been coming 
here each winter for the last three years. 
He is Mack (Doc) Zeitlin, a real wizard 
in the art of weight guessing. He has 
personality plus and certainly knows how 
to sell his wares to a crowd that is 80 
per cent Oriental and 20 per cent white 
American. Those are the proportions of 
the population of Honolulu. The people 
respond in great masses to the call of 
the Elks’ Carnival in Waikiki Park, 
which is held at the height of the tour- 
ist season in February. This carnival is 
strictly a night affair, from 6 to 12 p.m. 
Customers flock from all parts of the 
midway to watch Doc Zeitlin, and when 
he starts to work there is absolutely no 
letup in his biz until closing time. I 
have never in the olden days seen any- 
thing to equal it. The way the natives 
pay him the two bits in a continuous 
line is sure a sight for the pessimists. 
He is the most popular concessionaire 
at the Elks’ Carnival each year.
